The Cook County Memorial ation, 
the organization representative of all the 
Grand Army posts in Chicago and having tn 
charge the plans for the celebration of Memo- 
rial day, last night. by a unanimous vote de- 
cided not to hold any G. A: R. parade in Chi- 
cago this year. ‘ 

Stirred by the tenant that the heroism of 
the men who gave their lives to save the 
union had been so far forgotten by a new 
and ungrateful generation that ft is willing 
to turn over to the sacrilege of baseball 
games, horse parades and kindred amuse- 
ments the one day out of the year’s 865 that 
has been dedicated to thoge heroes’ memory, 
101° of Chicago's gray and battered survivors 
of the great civil struggle decided to abandon 
comipletely their plans for a public memorial. 


Fight Hard to Save Parade, 

The project for the parade was not given 
up without a long struggle. Many of the 
veterans felt that the parade was a matter 
of such sacredness that it ought to be labored 
for to the last. But in the end the contrary 
view prevailed. By a vote of 56 to 45 the 
association voted against the public proces- 
sion. On a second vote the action was made 
unanimous. 

** Let the horse paraders and the ball play- 
ers have the day, if they’ want it,” was the 
prevailing sentiment. ‘‘ The old soldiers are 
forgotten. It is time for them to quit.” 

Following the meeting it wag declared by 
leading old soldiers that in. a@ditio& to the 
elimination of this year’s Memorial day pe- 
rade, the first omission since the custom was 
inuugurated, last night’s action would mean: 

First—The starting of a national movement

Springfield, Ill., May 20.—[Special. }—Illinois 
abolished the “cup of death” at 6 o'clock | 
this morning by the passage of the Manny 
bill in the house prohibiting the use of the 
common drinking cup in public places in the 
state. 

It was the last rol! call upon the passage of 
bills of the session and was taken while the 
gun was shining through the east, windows 
of the hall of the house. 

The vote for the bill was 79. The opposi- 
tion, which had been strong during the ses- 
sion, mustered 8 votes. The bill now goes 
to the governor for his approval, and it is 
believed the executive will give his official 
assent to the measure. 


Text of Death Cup Measure. 
The text of the law as it goes to the gov- 
ernor is as follows: 

An act to prohibit the use of a common 
drinking cup in public'tnd private schoois, 
state educational institutions, halls used 
for the purpose of meetings or entertain- . 
ments, hotels, lodging houses, theaters, 
factories, or public or municipal buildings, 
in railroad trains and stations, and in 
other public places in the state of Illinois. 

Section 1, Be it enacted by the people of 
the state of Illinois, represented in the 
general assembly: 

That it shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, or corporation directly or indirectly 
connected in any public or private school 
or in any state institution, halls used for 
public meetings or entertainments, lodg- 
ing houses, theaters, factories, or public 
or municipal bulldings in the state of 1111- 
nois to use or permit for use a comnton 
drinking cup-or glass‘or other utensil 
used for public drinking purposes. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation in charge of or in 
control of any railroad train or any sta- 
tion to permit the use of a common drink- 
ing cup in or about any trains operated by 
it or in any building or premises used by 
it whatever. 

Section 3. No person, firm, or corpora- 
tion in charge of or in control of any rajt- 
road train or rallroad station, or any pub- 
Hic or private schoal or any state educa- 
tional institution, or of any hall used for 
public meetings or entertainments, or 
hotel, lodging houge, theater, or factory, 
or of any public municipal building tn the 
state of Illinois shall furnish any drinking 
cup, glass, or other lutenell used for public 
drinking purposes for public use, nor shal) 
such person or corporation or institution 
use or have for use in or upon its prem- 
ises any such common drinking cup, 

Section 4. Any person, firm, or corpore- 
tion who shall violate any of the provi. 
sions of this act shall upon conviction be 
fined for each offense the sum of not legs 
than $5 nor more than $50.

Washington, D. C., May 20.—{Special.}— 
Tbe senate of the Untted States will adopt on 
Monday next « resolution directing an Imme- 
diate investigation into all the facts and cir- 
eumstances surreunding the election of 
[William Lorimer to the seat he eccupies. 

The fight will be over the question of who 

shall make the inquiry. The “old guard ” 
weunts the regular committee of the senate— 
‘that om privileges and elections. Believing 
treat a more unbiased investigation can be 
made by a select committee of new senators, 
Mr. La Follette of Wisconsin will urge the 
adoption of the resolution he introduced at 
the beginning of the extra session. 

The Democrats lean toward the conduct 
ef the inquiry by the regular committee, Dut 
they are disposed to compromise this in some 
fashion. However, they are insistent—and 
fa this the progressives and even some of 
the “reguiers" who vOted for Lorimer are 
of @ like View—that the investigation shall 
he thorough Mm character; that it shau cover 
not only the fact concerning the payment of 
money for votes for Lorimer out the collat- 
eral and equally important matter of the 
“ jackpot’ which debauched the state legis- 
lature. 

Surprise for the Lorimerites. 

The news thet the senate is practically [ 
a unit in agreeing to another investigation 
without deley will be a surprise to the Lor- 
Smerites, who have been doing everything in 
their power to delay action. 

The hand of the regulare wae forced by 


. the progressives and the Democrats with the 


former never have made any secret of their 
purpose to urge an immediate investigation. 
Realizing that if they could get sufficient 
Democratic support, they could delay the 
eommencement of the investigation, the Lor 
fmer following paid comparatively little at- 
tention to the progressives. But they heve 
becomé painfully aware of the fact that the 
Democrats are as little inclined to permit the 
continuance of the scandal as are the pro- 
gressive Republicans. 

‘ There was an unofficial conference on the 
part of the Democratic steering committee 
yesterday. This committee comprises Sena-. 
tors Martin of Virginia, chairman, Culberson 
of Texas, Simmons of North Carolina, Clark 
of Arkansas, Bankhead of Alabama, Fletcher 
of Florida, Wi"Miams of Mississippi, Kern of 
Indiana, and Hitchcock of Nebraska. 

Of these men Simmons, Bankhead, and 
Pietcher voted for Lorimer; Martin, Culber- 
gon, and Clark voted against him. Tie three 
new members of the committee, Williams, - 
. Kern, and Hitchcock, have not expressed 
their views officially. % 


Bailey Heeds Public Demand. 

Jt was represented to-the committee that 
the Democrats should as-a y insist upon 
a thorough investigation. eiees Bailey 
is understood to have his colleagues 
en the steering commit that another in- 
quiry could not be avoided. Senator Johne- 
ton, who was a member of the subcommittee 
that investigated the Lorimer case last fall, 
wras willing there should be a further in- 
vestigation, but insisted that i should be 
made by the regular committee, He is a 
geember of that committee and desires to 
participate in the examination of additional 
witnesses. Senator Fietcher and Senator 
Simmons supported the views of Bafley and 
Fohnston. 

There have been further conferences of 
members of the Democratic steering commit- 
tee today with a view to reconciling the dif- 
ferences which exist as to what body will 
make the investigation. No decision has 
been arrived at. 

Regular Republicans also have been in con- 
ferences. They propose that there shall be 
@ meeting of the committee on privileges and 
elections Monday morning to decide what 
shall be done. This committee will draft a 
resolution designed to cover ‘the inquiry. 


| Objections to the!Plan. 

There are several objections to enything 
of this kind.

This cdm- 
mittee, by virtue of the majority which it 
has, aleo might take the view that it wag 
unnecessary to go into the “jackpot ” -be- 
Gauge the committee refused to do so last 
fall and the senate by its vote sustained its 
action. : 

To obviate the taking from Washington of 
so many members of the senate, the regu- 
fares suggest that the chairman of the com- 
mittee should be empowered to appoint 


- subcommittee. But if this be done, the pro- 


ceedings will be hampered, if not made 
ineffective. Lawyers of the senate know this 
significant and important fact: 

A subcommittee of a committee has not 
the power to punish any witness for con- 
tempt. A witness may refuse with impunity 
to produce his books and papers.

They contend that adjournment with- 
out action on the farmers’ free list or the 
woolen schedule in itself indicates the view 
of the senate that :the time is not ripe for 
dealing with those matetrs. 


House Democrats Insistent. 

Thé house Democrats, however, point out 
that such @ course will place the respon- 
sibility not only upon the Republicans, but 
upon the Democrats In the senate and that 
consequently the professions they make that 
they wanted the legislation they originated 
will be subject to criticism. 

The regular Republicans in the senate 
would be willing to adjourn without action 
and believe they wil) be able to escape re- 
sponsibility by insisting they no longer are 
in control of the upper house | 

The numerous votes they have been taking 
in connection with the election of a presi- 
dent pro tempore has been for the purpose of 
demonstrating their lack of power. They 
believe they have shown the country the 
progressive Republicans should be charged 
with any. failure on the part of the senate to 
Go its duty. 


Would Put Blame on Progressives, 

If adjournment should come without a vote 
upon any of the pending measures, they 
will urge the people to belleve the fault rests 
entirely with the La Follette faction. The 
progressives on their part are willing to 
assume any responsibility arising out of their 
refusal to accept Senator Gallinger of New 
Hampshire as president pro tempore, 

They are entirely willing to accept Senator 
Lodge, Senator Sutherland of Utah, or sen- 
ator Burton of Ohio, who belong to the reg- 
ular camp, but Mr. Penrose and the men 
who follow his lead will not abandon Gal- 
linger.

Trust Operation. 
pieet PUT ON MONOPOLY. 


‘Ruling in Tobacco Case Likely to 
Show Unreasonable Re-* 
straint of Trade, 


x 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.}— 
The more lawyers in congress study the de- 
cision of the Supreme court of the United 
States dissolving the Standard Oil trust the 
more they realize that there is less latitude 
for trust operation than at drst was believed 
to be the cage. 

Indeed, it is expected that when the court 
hands down its decision with reference to 
the tobacco trust on May 20 it will with great 
clarity ‘demonstrate how in its judgment 
the rule prescribed in its discussioff of the 
must be applied. 

There are few jn Washington who believe 
the court will render any other decision than 
that the tobacco trust is a monopoly, and as 
such comes within the prohibition section 
2 of the anti-trust law. 


“Person” May Mean Corporation. 
This prediction is based upon the following 
quotation from the Standard Ol] decision of 
the court: 
And’‘a consideration | of the text of the 
second section serves to establish that — 
‘it was intended to supplement the first 
and to make sure that by no possible 
guise could the public policy embodied 
by the first section be frustrated or evad- 
ed. The prohibitions of the second em- 
brace “ every person who shell monopo- 
lize or attempt to monopolize, or combine 
or conspire with, any person or persons 
to monopolize any part of trade or:com- 
merce among the several states or with 
foreign nations.” By réference to the 
terms of séction 8 it is certain that the 
word “ person "’ clearly implies a corpora- 
tion as well as an individual. 


Applying Rule of Reason. 

Applying the rule of reason, upon which 
the court lald such stress, and guided by 
the law as above defined, it seems possible * 
to forecast the decision of the court with re- 
spect to the tobacco trust. The question 
to be determined remains only one of fact. 
The combination has a net capitalization of 
$316,346,821. It has absorbed about 250 sép- 
arate concerns and controls substantially 
four-fifths of the output of each important 
kind of tobacco manufactured in the United 
States, with the exception of cigars. 

The history of the combination shows plain- 
ly that the leading purpose of the men who 
have controlled it has been to dominate the 
tobacco industry. They started out by tacit- 
ly monopolizing the cigaret business. With 
the great profits derived from that source, 
they carried ona ‘strenuous competitive fight 
in the plug tobacco industry, which yliti- 
mately forced leading competing manufao- 
turers into combinations with themselves. 

As a result, the combination secured a 
dominant position in the manufactire not 
only of plug but of smoking tobacco. Soon 
afterwards the combination in the snuff 
industry was brought about, and subsequent- 
ly in the cigar industry. The latter, however, 
controls only a limited portion of the busi- 
ness. 

Difference in Trust Methods, 

It appears to have been the policy to buy 
up from time to time competitors whose busi- 
ness had become successful. There are many 
striking differences betWeen the Standard 
Oil company and its methods and the tobacco 
trust and its methods, and it was these dir- 
ferences which caused the court to deter- 
mine not to decide the two cases at the same 
time. 

Since the decision of the court in the 
Standard Oil case, lawyers of the senate 
have been delving into the decisions of Chief 
Justice White in previous anti-trust cases, 
and what they have found has caused them 
to be less criticai of the action of the head 
of the Supreme court and astonished that 
they did not forecast his judgment. 

In the United States vs. the Transmigsouri 
Freight association, the court, by a vote of 
five to four, held that the anti-trust law pro- 
hibited all contracts in restraint of trade, 
whether the restraint be reasonable or un- 
reasonable. The four dissenting justices eon- 
curred in an opinion delivered by Justice 
White declaring that the restraint of trade 
condemned by statute is “an unreasonable 
restraint, such as ig unlawful at common. 
law.” 

Peckham Ruling Is Cited. 


Associate Justice Peckam, now dead, who 
announced the decision in the United States 
va. Joint Traffic association, confirming the 
view stated in the Transmissouri case, also: 
delivered the opinion of the court in the 
case of Hopkins vs. the United States, ang 
in the first paragraph of that opinion used 
the following language: 

“The act of congress [referring to the 
anti-trust act] must have a reasonable con- 
struction, or else there could scarcely be an 
agreement or contract among business men 
that could not be said to have indirectly or 
remotely some bearing upon interstate com. 
merce and possibly to restrain it.” 

In the Transmissouri association case Jus- 
tice Brewer joined in the decision of the 
court that the anti-trust law prohibited aii 
contracts in restraint of trade, whether the 
restraint be reasonable or unreasonable In 
the Northern Securities cage Mr. Brewer an- 
nounced that he did not think the reagong 
given for the judgment announced in the 
freight association case could be sustained. 

“ Instead of holding that the anti-trust act 
included all contracts, reasonable or unrea- 
sonable, in restraint of interstate trade,” he 
said in his opinion, “ the ruling should have 
been that the contracts there presented were 
unreasonable restraints of interstate 
ahd as stch within the scope of the act. That 
act, as appears from ite title, was leveled 
et only ‘ unlawful restraints and monopo- 


lies." 
Purpose of Congress in Bill, 

“ Congress did not intend to reach out and 
destroy these minor contracts in partia) re- 
straint of trade, which the long course of ie.

Development Outside of Body.’ 


May Reveal Method of Remedying De- 
| ficient Animal Vital Organ,

vestigators believe the knowledge they have 
gained may lead ad to the dlscbvery of some of | 
the physico-chemical mechanisms w ch reg~- 
“ulate the development of bodily organs. The 
experiments were made by Dr. Alexis Carrel 
and Dr. Montrose T: Burrows. 

This laboratory work demonstrates that no 
tissue meets inside the organism with the 
best possible conditions for its growth; in 
other words, the blood plasma is not the best 
medium for the maximum development of 
tissue. The investigators, modifying plasma | 
outside the body by the addition of something 
else, have been able to cause tissues to attain 
& growth imposeible in the normal animal 


body. 
Value of the Experiments. . . 

They refer to the artificial medium as the 
“optimum medium.” They conclude that 
if the * optimum medium ” for any tissue or 
Organ existing in the body, that tissue or. 
Organ would attain a gigantic size, so that 
it might be dangerous to life. 

On the ether hand, by reason of the addi- 
tional’ knowledge gained in the course: of | 
these experiments, in cases where tissue 
growth or organ growth is below the normal 
éevelopment,’ scientists may find a way to 
create temporarily a favorable condition - 
80 aS tO propagate subnormal tissues and 
organs without interfering much with the 
nutrition of other tissues which ere not in 
need of stimulation, 

It was discovered, moreover, that each’ 
variety of tissue probably has its own par- 
ticular optimum medium, although inno case 
is this to be‘found tn the body itself. | 


Tissues from Chickens Used. . 

The tissues used in the experiments for the 
most part were. sections taken from the. 
spleens of chickens and embryo chicks. Some 
investigations were made also with sections 
from the hearts and livers of ‘chickens and | 
the skins of frogs. The details of the labora- 
tory methods appear in the current-issue of 
the Journal of Experimental§ Medicine. 

The differént varieties of the media used. 
for the cultivation of the tissues were ob- 
tained by the addition of varying quantities 
of distilled water and common salt to blood 
plasma. The specimens were put under hol- 
low glass slides;- hermetically sealed, and 
placed in incubators, where the developments 
in growth were watched, By noting the 
slowness: or rapidity of growth in different 
media {t was possible by a series of experi- 


dition for the development of each individual 
specimen of tissue.

The report sounds this note of warning: 

“In this large district squalor and misery 
make the saloon increasingly attractive and 
a generation of slum dwellers is growing up 
which in the future will hardly fall to in- 
crease the gravity of Chicago's ‘social and 
municipal problems.” 

In the poorer districts adjoining the stock- 
yards and steel works, the report ‘says that 
rents, although nominally low, are in reality 
high for the poorer and primitive accommoda- 
tions provided. 


Living Cheaper than in New York. 

Owing to its proximity to so many agricul- 
tural, dairy, farming, and stock raising states, 
and also to its position as one of the greatest 
railway centers in the country, the report 
finds Chicago is exceptionally favored in the 
matter of food supply. Prices at New York 
being taken as the base—100—t he price of 
meat in Chicago is figured at 80, for other food 
it is 100, and for food prices az a whole it is 
94. For rents and food combined the index 
number is 88. 

Twenty-eeven other citles besides Chicago 
are discussed in the report. Omitting New 
York, the report states the highest, general 
wage levels are in the middle eastern cities. 
and the lowest in the New England group.

TRADE RESTRAINT CHARGED 


Officials of Corporation Declare It. Does 
Not Violate Law.

Washington, D. C., May 20.—(Special.J]— 
The International Harvester trust is to be 
attacked by the United States government on 
the ground that it is a combination in unrea- 
sonable restraint of trade. 

Officials of the department of justice have 
been studying the decision of the Supreme 
court in the Standard Oil case with a view 
to its effect upon the Internationa! Harvester 
and other prosecutions which Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham had in contemplation. 

The proceeding will be civil and not,crim- 
inal in character. The government will en- 
deavor to bring about the company’s disso- 
lution in the same way that it has succeeded 
in destroying the Standard Oi) combination, 
It is expected the suit will be filed in a 
federal court in Chicago. 


Books Shown on Request, 

The decision to prosecute the Harvester 
trust is the result ef a thorough investigation 
which government experts have been mak- 
ing for some time. Herbeit Knox Smith, 
commissioner of corporations, was instructed 
by the senate several years ago to investigate 
this combination. His work has been com- 
prehensive and thorough. He hag had access 
to the books of the corporation, and its offi- 
clals have been extremely obliging. The de- 
partment has not used the daia obtained 
by Mr. Smith's agents, but has had its own 
men in the field. 

‘Fhe International Harvester company has 
strenuously denied that it has any of theevil 
features which have predominated in such 
organizations as the Standard Oil. It claims 
that in its policy it has been actuated by 
sound business principles andithat it has done 
nothing which could be construed as « viola- 
tion of the law.

WANTS PACT SET ASIDE. 


Widow Also Asks Injunction to 
Prevent Disposal of the 
Estate’s Property.

Executors of the estate of Michael C. Mc- 
Donald, who left an estate estimated at about 
$1,000,000 at the time of his death, Aug. 9, 
1907, were charged yesterday. with making 
false representations by means of which they 
obtained an assignment by Mrs. Dora Me- 
Donald, his widow, of all her 
the personal property of the estate. 

_ This charge was made in a suit filed by 
Mrs. McDonald in the Superior court. A 
decree setting aside the assignment to the 


. executors, Wesley Shimeall, Charles Win- 


ship, and Dennis Colbert, is asked in the 
suit and an injunction restraining them from 
disposing of the assets of the estate also is 
sought. 

“An inventory of the estate filed in the 
Probate court showed real estate valued at 
about $800,000 and $200,000 in personal prop- 
erty, according to the bill. 


Tells of Plan to Sell Property. 
In May, 1908, Mrs. McDonaid visited 
\Shimeall, one of the executors, and he repre- 
sented to her that if the personal property 


.and some of the incumbered real estate was 


not sold the estate would fall to pieces, it was 


| stated in the bill. 


McDonald at his death was indebted to 
the First National bank to the extent of 
$175,000 for money loaned. He had placed 
as security for the loan bonds of the Lake 
Street Elevated railroad, par value of $167,- 
000, and two notes, one for $50,000 and the 
other for $40,000, secured by trust deeds on 
McDonald’s rea! estate. 

The bill states that it was represented to 
Mrs. McDonald that the personal property 
was worthless with the exception of fhe 
pledged Lake Street “ L’’ bonds and that 565 
shares of the Chicago Passenger Railway 
company belonging to the estate “ were not 
worth the powder to blow them up.” 

Although she refused for a time to consent 
to the assignment, “ owing to her weakened 
condition mentally and physically,’ the bill 
alleges, she finaly was induced to sign the 
assignment to the executors. 

In consideration of waiving her dower 
rights in the personal property under the 
assignment she was allowed $52,068.90. 


Charges Made Against Executors, 

* Im asking the court to set aside the assign- 
ment and allow Mrs. McDonald her widow’s 
share of one-third of the whole of the per- 
sonal property, the following charges are 
made: 

That fhe executors failed to carry out their 
agreement nder the assignment to sell the 
personal property and one special piece of 
real estate known as the “ Clow property,” 
but instead sold other real estate and paid 
the estate debts with the proceeds. 

That the Passenger railway company stock, 
represented to her as worthless, was sold July 
21, 1908, for $22,800.00 by the executors. 

That the property at 85 Clark street, which 
wes incumbered by a trust for $50,000 at Mc- 
Donald’s death, is similarly incumbered to 
the extent of $100,000.

During the morning Mrs. Emmons Blaine 
spoke tad 300 members of the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club on “ Playgrounds.” She criticised 
the indifference with which the world has for 
centuries regarded the play of children, and 
praised Chicago's lead in recognizing it as an 
important part of civilization. 


Urges More Bathing Beaches. 

Mrs. Blaine’s speech, which took place in 
Grace church, was preceded by an arraign- 
ment of the city’s policy in regard to bath- 
ing beaches. 

“There are 640,000 children in Chicago,” 
it was said, ‘‘ who need bathing beaches. At 
present there are four beaches in twenty- 
seven miles of shore line. Their number 
should not be doubled, but tripled, quad- 
rupled, multiplied until there is room for 
every child in Chicago.”

Warn Against Rural Dangers. 


TYPHOID GERMS MENACE.

Chicagoans Urged to Choose Vacation 
Spots Cautiously. 


Once more the department of health has 
calied attention to the fact that Chicago is 
the summer resort par excellence. 

In this week’s bulletin the department takes 
cognizance of the early opening of the vaca- 
tion season and issues a few timely hints to 
those planning to join the annual hegira 
to the shady dales and bosky dells of Wiscdn- 
gin, Michigan, and other summer resort 
states. 

“ Beware the deadly typhoid germ in his 
rural habitat,’’ the bulletin says to those con- 
templating out of town trips. “‘ Many Chi- 
cagoans are planning trips to summer re- 
sorts. With the advent of the heated term 
it seems to be natural for city dwellers toturp 
to farm, lake, and river pleasure places in the 
belief that their health will be benefited by the 
change. 

How to Be Safe in Country. 
**Some of these places are saie and others 
are dangerous. Befiore deciding upon a place 
to spend the summer, there are several im- 
portant matters that should be looked into. 
Firet is that of the water supply as to its 
cleanliness and safety. Ask about typhoid, 
toilet facilities, disposition of garbage, ma- 
nure, and protection against flies and mos- 
quitoes. 

“ Except for a change of scenery, there is 
| Mttle néed for leaving Chicago for a summer 
vacation anyhow. Here we have fhe lake 
at our doors, good safe drinking water and 
milk under control, and fewer flies than 
you will find at many of the summer resorts. 


Some Places Are Indorsed. 

* But, as we have previously said in the 
Bulletin, there are some resort towns with 
good water, good sewerage, good garbage 
collection—efcourage them. There are.other 
towns which do not make life safe—avoid 
them. 

“There are resort hotels and farm houses 
which are clean, wholesome, and safe—pat- 
ronize them. There are others not mucb 
safer nor cleaner than pigpens—keep away 
from them and keep your friends away from 
them.” $

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NEW YORK TO HAVE 
LARGEST LIBRARY 


New Building Will Be Dedi- 
cated by the President on 
Wednesday. 


COST OF TEN MILLIONS. 


Cornerstone of Marble Structure 
Laid Nine Years Ago; Utility — 
and Simplicity Features. 


New York, May 20.—The New York public | 
Hbrary, the largest, the most céstly, and one 
of the most beautiful buildings designed for 
its specific uses in the world, will be. dedi- 
cated to the instruction and the convenience 
of the public on Wednesday of this week by | 
President Taft, Gov. Dix, Mayor Gaynor, and 
a distinguished representation of the culture 
of the entire nation. 

It holds shelf room for 8,500,000 volumes; 
it has floor space of 875,000 feet, as against 
826,000 feet in the congressional library at 
Washington, and it has cost for erection 
merely more than $10,000,000, a figure which, 
when all details have been attended to, may 
rise to $12,000,000. The land on Which it 
stands—fronting two blocks on Fifth avenue, | 
between Fortieth and Forty-second streets— ° 
was last valued at $20,000,000. 


Merger of Three Foundations. 
Three foundations originating in private | 
beneficence merge in the present public foun- 
dation—the Astor library, incorporated in 
1849; the Lenox library, incorporated in 1870; 
and the Tilden trust, incorporated in 1887. 
The city, empowered by special act of legisia- 
ture, gave the land and defrayed the cost of 
erection. Carrere and Hastings were the 
architects. | 
At the time of consolidation the Astor li- 
brary owned its site and building and had an 
endowment of $941,000, with an annual tn- 
come of $47,000 and 267,000 volumes: the 
Lenox library owned its site anda buildings 
and had an endowment of $505,000, an income 
of $20,000, and 86,000 volumes, and the Tilden 
trust owned 20.000 volumes and had an en- 
dowment of $2,000,000. | 


} Can House 3,700,000 Books. 

The New York public brary therefore 
opens with a total endowment of $3,446,500 
and 873,000 books on the shelves. Within the 
hext twenty-five years ten times as many 
are expected—3,700,000. The catalogue room 
now has 3,000,000 cards and can rise to 10,- 
000,000 without feeling cramped. 

Nine years ago next November the corner- 
stone was laid by Mayor Seth Low. 

The books themselves, the treasure around 
which the rest of the library is built, are 
housed in a stack room directly beneath the 
main reading room, composed of seven 
stories, each seven feet high. They have an 
impressive monotony of perspective, regular, 
severe, and almost surgically aseptic. The 
framework is latticed steel and the shelves 
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furniture for any season;

Plan Provides Home and Steady In- 
éome at the Same Time, 


One of the most interesting features in con-

Fiat construction in that territory wae on a 
limited scale, but about three or four year® 
ago the total of residence construction began 


and this tendency has become more pro- 
nounced until now the latter is far in excess 
of the former.

Industries Offered Big Oppor- 
tunity in Chicago Zone. 


RAIL LINES PROVE AID. 


$60.000,000 Spent Annually in Busy 
District. 


— 


Chicago takes first rank as a manufactur- 
ing amd jobbing center by reason of her un- 
exceli#d transportation facilities, her com- 
paratively low shipping rates, proximity to 
the raw markets, and the availability of 
akilie@ labor. 

The city itself is located in the center of a 
district known as the Chicago manufacturing 
zone, extending from Waukegan on thenorth 
to CHicago Heights on the south, taking in 
Bigin, Aurora, and Joliet on the west, and 
including the great steel industries of Gary, 
Ind., as well as the manufacturing enter- 
prises of Indiana Harbor on the east. 

Within thé confines of this zone it is esti- 
mated that more than $60,000,000 is being ex- 
pended annually in industrial enterprises. 


Two Big Projects in Sight. 

Two projects now pending offer unlimited 
possibilities to the future development of the 
district. They are the construction of an 
outer harbor and the building of a deep water- 
way fromi the lakes to the gulf. With the 
completion of the Panama canal another 
great channel of trade will be opened leading 
to the South American market. 

An important feature of Chicago’s acceset- 
bility 16 Her markets ie the fact that no 
railroad or raliway system runs through the 
x tac being the absolute terminal of 


every railroad train that enters here. It is 
the terminal of thirty-two main trunk lines 
and besides has a number of outer belt lines. 

Certain sections devoted to manufacturing 
purposes have been designeted as the central 
manufacturing district, the St. Clair street 
district, the Kingsbury district, the Kenwood 
district, etc. 


Central District Big Success. 


The central manufacturing district is & 
tract of some 800 acres In the center of Chi- 
cago, at Thirty-fifth street and the Chicago 
river. During the last three years this dis- 
trict has made rapid strides tn its industrial 
development, largely as a result of the freight 
handling facilities afforded by the Chicago 
Junction railroad, the innér belt line of Chi+ 
cago connecting directly with all Chicago belt 
and trunk lines. 

One hundred and fifty industries bave been 
attracted during the short time the junc 
tion railroed has been in operation. 

The four months of the present year have 
been marked by unusual activity in the dis- 
trict. Ten new industries have been estab- 
lished there during that period in buildings 
erected for their individual requirementa 


Spend $900,000 in Four Months.

OUTSIDE WORK ON HAND. 


Noticeable Feature Is Increase in 
Construction of Highest Grade 
Apartment Structures. 


Considering the unfavorable conditions 
which have prevailed in the building trades 
owing to the jurisdictional troubles among 
the labor unions the four monthe of the 
present year make a surprisingly good show- 
ing as measured by the cost and number of 
permits issued by the city building depart- 
ment. 

The present year has also sufferéd from a 
natura) reaction from three or four yeare of 
phenomenal building which culminated last 
year in a total of over $96,000,000, surpassing 
by & wide margin any other previous year 
in the history of the city. 

Under these circumstances a decrease of 
$4,000,000 in the cost of the permits issued 
and #5 in thé number issuéd is anything 
but discouraging. The wonder is that it was 
not greater. 

On the other hand it may be said that 
despite these handicaps and apparent faling 
off there is More bullding now going on and 
contemplatéd in the near future in the down- 
town district than ever before in thé history 
of the city.

The real estate market during the four 
months of the present year has made a sur- 
prisingly good showing considering the seri- 
ous handicaps against which it has had to 
contend As compared with the corfespond- 
ing period a year ago there is a falling off in 
the total consideration of $20,560,695, but this 
is more apparent than real for the reason 
that two transactions with total considera- 
tions of over $25,000,000 were counted in the 
totals of a year ago, which was only partly 
real estate business in one instance and old 
business in the other. 

Reference is had to the judicial sale of the 
Chicago Terminal railway company’s prop- 

erty, amounting to $16,000,000, and the trans- 
fer to the Chicago and Northwestern road of

No 
wonder there is a noticeable increase in the 
demand for this class of property and that 
investors are finding less fault with preser® 
asking prices. 


Investors Favor North End Loop. 

Hardly less interesting were the figures in 
ecnnection with the lease by John R. Thomp- 
son of the Marks property at the northeast 
corner of Clark and Van Buren streets, which 
on a 4 per cent capitalization give a value 
of about $116 a square foot, based on the aver- 
age annual rental. Considering the general 
character of the occupancy and environments 
about this corner, these figures are almost 
more startling than those in connection with 
the Rowe lease, as this north end loop terri- 
tory has been rapidly coming into favor dur. 
ing the last year among strong investors, and 
this movement constitutes one of the most 
interesting features in connection with cen- 
tral business property.

Debates Various Questions at 
‘Great Length, Then Yields 
to Government, 


MORE OR LESS A FARCE. 


Budget Brings the Longest Dis- 
cussion—One That, in Fact, 
Never Ends. 


BY GEORGE a DORMEY, Pu. D.,i2. D. 
CALCUTTA, India, March 19.-—-Im- 
portant hawe been considered by 
the enlarged councils since’ their creation 
‘fourteen months ago. The debates contain 
formidable information on India’s great 
problems and show the drift of gpinion in 
such matters as finance, tariff, in- 
dustry, education, etc. But first I present a 
general examination of ‘the préceedinge of 
the council with a view to ascertain the 
trend of legislation in modern India. What 
has legisiation done in fourteen monthe? 
| How have the additional members improved 
their time Is the government of India 
attempting to solve some of the fundamental 

problems which cry for solution? 

Ae the first meeting of the enlarged coun- 
ell the law member, Mr. Sinha, announced 
@ revision of the rules for the conduct of 
the business of the council; submitted at 
the second meeting, it passed without divi- 
sion. The new rules make the president— 
£. @., the viceroy or his substitute—a virtual 
autocrat. 

‘Minor matters followed—changes in the 
@lectricity bill, paper currency bill, the 
‘penal code and the census. The debate 
the bill which looks te the destruction of 
diseased live stock brought out an interest- 
ing discussion; several Indian members pro- 
tested that it would be against the senti- 
ments of the people, especially Hindus, Jains, 
Parsie and Buddhists, who are taught from 
the cradle that life is sacred and that the 
» horse and the cow, as auspicious creatures, 
ate worthy of religious veneration. 


Sentiment in Government. 

Think of this in the legislative assembly

But even though they cast their 
lot with the Indians, government sahibs out- 
voted them 89 to 16—which means that every 
villager who buyw# a silver necklace for his 
wife will pay 17 rupees for 15 rupees worth 
of silver. 


Discussing the Budget. 

By March the council is wrestling with 
the financial statement. After some hun- 
dreds of pages of debates and discussion 
and tons of figures, government as usua} has 
ite way with the budget. Late in March 
the council tackles a resolution proposed: by 
Mr, Gokhale that a beginning should be made 
in the direction of makine education free 
and compulsory.

; Teehnical School Vetoed, 

_ Pyrotechnies when the Hon. Mr. Mud- 
holkar moves that it is time the government 
of India established a polytechnic college 
of mechanical, electrical, marine and ralil- 
way engineering, textile manufacture, min- 
ing and metallurgy, and chemical, industry. 
In a speech of twelve pages he proves his

edge of the actor's trials, did they recognize 
the sincerity and seriousness of his ambitions, — 
it ie just possible that they could be induced 
to admit that the actor’s vanity to a great 
degree should be extenuated. You wil) no- 
tice that I do not declare the actor to be 
without vanity. On the contrary, I proclaim 
his possession of it and, furthermore, con- 
féss to a conviction that he has more of that 
quality than might be considered his right- 
ful share, but I qualify that etatement by 
the declaration that an actor's vanity is 
different from a soldier's, floorwalker’s, 
diver’s, or the vanity of almost anybody 
else, because to him it is an absolute neces- 
sity Especially is this so @uring the first 
few years of an actor’s career. Without it 
he could hope to achieve but little. Every. 
where and always it has been a fact thata 
great many people accept one at one’s own 
valuation, and an actor who had not a high 
opinion of his own capabilities would find 
it. surpassingly difficult to convince others 
of his worth.

It must be remembered that the average 
peron does not work before an audience, 
and the results of his efforts are directly 
apparent to only a few who are: associated 
with him, while the actor performs before 


& great number of people, most of whom are 
not ectuated by any real sympathy and a. 
number of whom are mildly inimical. The 
business man submits his wares to the pub- 
lic, and if the public does not approve them 
he suffers a financial loss, but his custo- 
mers do not greatly concern themselves with 
his display of bad-judgment. .The actor, in 
addition to appealing to that same public, 
must have his wares examined by the pro- 
fessional critic, whose purpose it is to spread 
broadcast information concerning the quality 
of the goods he hes to offer. -To-an actor 
wholly devoid of vanity one or two adverse 
criticisms would be fatally discouraging.

Considered in this connection as well as 
in the light of the actor’s dealings with 
theatrical managers, vanity oftimes means 


in his own powers is his only possible ex- 


cute for tampering with something already 
wéll done. Though not: exactly a case in 
point, it was the vanity—the consciousness of 
hig own ability;-which led\ the late B. A. 
Sothern to insist upon being'allowed to char- 
acterize Lord Dundreary exactly as he saw 
fit; and in defiance of author’s and stage 
ménager’s .directions.. The result was a 
triumph for him and the establishment of a 
popularity so great for the play itself that 
there is many a theatergoer of today who, 
though familar with “‘ Lord Dundreary,” 
would fail to recognize it by. its original 
title of ‘Our American Counsin,” 

Vanity, according to the dictionary, is an 
inflation of mind upon slight grounds, but 
it is also defined as conceit and pride. In 
defending the vanity of the actor I am not 
trying to excuse a conceit that comes from a 
belief in the superior attractions of one’s ap- 
pearance—a vanity founded upon clothes or 
goed looks—nor do I think that there is any 
reason for sympathy with a vanity which 
leads its possessor into boasting and posing, 
or the claiming of virtues and qualities which 
one has not. 


; a 

The “actor's vanity,” which I claim is a 
distinct. quality, is the’ vanity that is in 
reality self-respect, the vanity that leads 
him to take his calling seriously, to beli 
that hds profession is one of dignity, aind 
that he, as a representative of it, is worthy 
of regard as a worker, instead of toleration 
as an idler. It is'the self-respect that earns 
him knighthood in England and as much 
honor, differently expressed, in this country. 
It is as indispensable to his successful career 
as a knowledge of his language. 

Even for the sort of vanity which ordi- 
narily would be insufferable, that kind which 
really is “an inflation of mind upon smal! 
grounds,” it seems to me that there is more 
excuse in the case of the actor than another. 
The player who has not scored may, lead a |, 
horribly lonesome life, but the succcessful/ 
one isinvariably a man of large acquaintance. 
Laudation' of success is an almost universal 
habit, and the thespian who has succeeded 
is reminded of his success almost continually 
not only by his acquaintances\ but by the 
manager's wide advertisement his quali- 
ties. Being humanely susceptible it is really 
remarkable that the successful actor has so 
little of that kind of vanity 4a he has.

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It ls Het First Interview, 
but. Alice Gets Along Fine.

Mise Alice John had “‘perchanced to read 
tht. meager remarks vouchsafed by Miss 
Louise Drew, set forth in THe Trisune of 
last Sunday, and when she herself was un- 
expectediy confronted with.a request to 
speak for publication, she resolved to be more 
generous with her observations. Indeed, she 
settled down to it, quite neglecting for a time 
her chicken sandwich and kmonade. (We 
had decided early in the evening back on the 
Stage at Powers’ theater, where the seven 
sisters were flitting among the subterranean 
places and the leading man was conversing 
with the second daughter over the wall of 
their. respective dressing rooms, that it was 
no place for a conseuctive conversation.) 

‘* was born in Wales.” We sat facing each 
other at a small square table in a restaurant 
alcove bounded by tile walls. .She kept cut- 
ting the sandwich into small bits and never 
eating any of it: “I came to this country 
when I was 13. I went to Gas City, Ind., to 
live, and I worked in @ tinplate factory there 
—in the office, that Is—not making tinpiate. 
Then I came.to Chicago.» Then L went on the 
stage. When.i lived in Wales I used to be 
assistant barmaid for my grandmother. It 
isn’t as bad ag it sounds jn this country. 
She had a nite sanded floor, and I distributed 
red cross buns on Good Friday mrorning. ‘I 
first played on any. stage on Aug. 26, 1907.” 
Her voice was getting weaker. ‘I have never 
been interviewed before.”” I thought she was 
going to cry. ‘'I don't think there is any- 
thing in the world interesting to say about 
me.”

‘* Dear me, you’re doing fine. Don’t break 
down here. This is the first interview during 
which I have been able to eat with any de- 
gree of satisfaction for a long, long time. 
You've only just begun.”’ : 

Perhaps it is as weil to mention that Miss 
John and I had come together before in the 
days of dim beginnings.» It was at the pie 
table of the Daily. News cafeteria lunch- 
room, when she was working in the circula- 
tion department of that paper, and I was 
doing something requiring no particular skill. 
We scrutinized each other more critically 
than we did the euts of pie, but neither would 
have taken the initiative in . conversation 
for a great deal, 

“You can tell how you happened tojump 
from the newspaper to the stage; how you 
happened to get into Gas City, and how you 
ever got out. Tell, if you can, how the city 
happened to be so imaginatively named. Is 
it in the gas belt or something like that, and 
is there much artistic talent,;do you think, 
buried there? Say a few things about how 
you like to act and what you have planned 
your career to be. And then it will be over.” 

Miss John had begun to eat her sandwich 
when I was interrupted in mine. Now she 
laid down her knife and fork for good and 
started to speak as she was.bidden. She is 
a pretty girl, with a mild, sweet expression. 
She bas a smooth, white skin, without a sign 
of a wrinkle or mark on it to Indicate age or 


thought I was reckless to give up my regu- 
lar position. They thought the same thing 
and so did my kind employer im Chicago 
when [I first began making definite efforts 
to get om the stage: Really I believe that if 
people paid any attention to thecadvice of 
those most interested in them and édger for 
them, nobody would ever get anywhere. 

“ Well, when my employer found that t 
meant to try, he got President Judson of the 
University of Chicago to write to Mansfield 
asking him to give me atrial, Mr. Mans- 
field wrote that I was to see his manager 
and then later if his manager thought well 
of me, I should see him. I learnéd a big 
speech of Portia's from’ Jullus Casd¥, and 
stopped in a telephone booth on mi Way to 
meet him to say it over for fear I might have 
forgotten the lines. When I saw tim he 
asked me if I minded wearing tights, and « 
few other practical matters, and decided I 
wouldn't do without ever asking me to recite 
anything at all. :

“Then a friend wrote to Mrs. Fiske aske 
ing her if I might havea chance, Mre. Fiske 
sald that I might, as the Italian woman in 
* Salvation Nell,’ if ] would come on and prove 
myself adequate aft rehearsal. Nattiraliy, I 
went on as rapidly asa fast train could get 
me there, and before the play reopened was 
promoted from the Italian woman to thé Irish 
one—a part which I love. I can nevVét esti- 
mate the advantage to me of playing wit 
Mrs. Fiske in the beginning of my stage life. *

manager to work for. My future seéms quite 
bright. They say they have nice pidhs for 
me. 

“Of course, it isn’t accomplished though 
without a great deal of struggle. I work hard, 
and I had much more trouble getting started 
than I have given any impression of tonight. 
I used to go to Donaid: Robertson's classes 
and rehearse at nights after working all day 
as secretary. I used to remainmdowntown in 
the evenings of many of the other days, and 
instead of having my dinner at my boarding 
house, where I paid by the week, I would go 
to some cheap little place, and later to the 
theater. I aways went alone, ahd I didn't 
have the best of seatzsand I was tired the next 
morning. But I enjoyed it and I should rec- 
ommend every girl to make a great effort to 
do the thing in life which she really wishes 
to do.”

RESULTS OF THE SESSION. 

Aside from the most important questions 
before it, the Illinois assembly bas done 
well, s+ | 

Through the outrageous act of the speaker 
of the house, the waterway queation has 
been seriously complicated, and the goy- 
ernor has been forced to decide upon an 
extra session, | 

The responsibility for this should be 
brought home not merely to Adkins but to 
the clique of predatory politicians who fol- 
low the bipartisan banner of William Lori- 
mer. 

Besides this serious and costly failure of 
duty, the assembly ignored the large public 
policy votes in favor of the submission of 
the initiative and referendum amendment, 
and of a corrupt practices act. 

It not only refused the initiative and ref- 
erendum proposal, but it also refused the 
tax reform amendment, and the tex commis- 
‘sion measure, which are so sorely needed. 

The house permitted a few members to 
defeat the Juul harbor bill, of importance as 
an alternative resort of the city for outer 
harbor building, and passed the ill consid- 
ered Kleeman Calumet.harbor bill. 

The increase of the pay of election judges 
and clerks from $5 to $8 a day is a piece of 
spoils legislation entirely without justifica- 
tion. 

Deliberation in the interest of the public 
welfare was embarrassed and defeated by 
polities, but that was to be expected. Mr. 
Adkins’ pretentious promise of fair play in 
the speakership broke down at the most crit- 
ical moment of the’session. But that is ex- 
plained. | 

On the other hand, it is believed that there 
has been less grafting than in the past, and 
many good bills were passed. Chief among 
these have been the workmen's compenéa- 
tion bill, which establishes a new principle 
and inaugurates the most needéd of social 
reforms, and the occupational diseases 
bill. The merit system has been great- 
ly extended and strengthened by the passage 
of statewide, county, municipal, and park 
bills without very injurious amendment. 
The O’Connor bill authorizing Chicago to 
proceed to build ag outer harbor is much 
better than nothing? A new asylum for 
the insane has been provided for. An adult

Behind this legislative drama, so real to 
the people, so relevant to their welfare or 
their injury, is that other deeper drama 
which often can only be guessed at.

| POLICING AN EMPIRE. 

A diary scribbled on a bit of paper with 
a charred twig has told all that will be 
known of the inspector and three constables 
of the royal northwest mounted police who 
froze to death last February on the way 
from Fort MacPherson to Dawson, Their 
story goes inte a yolume with many others— 
with that of the constable who took a pris- 
oner up in the far north, handcuffed him,

Yu the matter of years it has not been so 
long ago, but we look back now and observe 
bow curiously they tock their pleasures.

We see her driving along the tree lined 
streets of the Old Town. The day might 
promise sultriness and heat, but she defied 
them. — 

Gasoline has given us much, but here is at 
least one memory of the Old Town which sur- 
vives as a regret. The young housewives 
are with us yet, but the old fashioned phae- 
ton, their perfect yehicle, has departed.

Spain’s royal house has just lost through 
death a species of left hand relative for 
whom it will not mourn and whose disap- 
pearance from the scene it will regard with a 
sentiment of relief rather than of grief—a 
relative, by the bye, who was an uncle of Don 
Gloyannil del Drago, and of the jattér’s 
American wife, who was the widow of the 
New York brewer, Otto Schmidt. The rela- 
tive in question ‘was the Marquis of Campo 
Sagrado, who has just died in Austria, and 
who had married Isabella, one of the sisters 
of the late Princess del Drago. 

Both the Princess del Drago and the Mar- 
quise di Campo Sagrado were daughters of 
old Queen Christina of Spain, who, after the 
death of her husband, King Ferdinand VII., 
married her favorite, Fernade Munos, whom 
she ‘had raised from the ranks of a private 
soldier in the royal guards te be Duke of 
Riangares and of Montmorst, and captain 
general—that is to say, field marshal of the 
army of Spain. She wanted to appoint him as 
cabinet minister and premier, but the Span» 
ish people would not hear of it and drove her 
inte exile with Munos and her children by 
him. 

These children were half-brothers and half- 
sisters of Queen Isabella, and although the 
latter had been called upon to suffer much at 
the bands of her mother on their account, yet 
she treated them with characteristic gener- 
osity while on the throne. Moreover, when 
afterwards she resided in Paris, in virtue of 
exile, she repeatedly came to their financial 
relief, although herself constantly in mone- 
tary difficulties by reagon of her inability te 
understand the value of-‘money. When Queen 
Christina died {n France Isabella renounced 
all her rights to her mother’s fortune and 
jewels in order that her half-brothers and 
half-sisters might have more.

One of these half sisters married the Mar- 
quis of Campo Sagrado, a secretary in the 
Siplomatic service of Spain. He was speedily 
promoted and was appointed envoy at St. 
Petersburg, where both he and hig wife were 
received with exceptional distinction; he on 
account of his cheery disposition and his love 
of pleasure; she by reason of the fact that she 
wes the daughter of a queen and had the 
blood of the royal house of Bourbon in her 
veing. 

Th¢ marquise died in Parigand her husband 
returned to St. Petersburg as a widower, 
There he became one of the best known andi 
most popular figures in society, famed asa 
gourmet, as a bold and yet extremely clever 
card player, and ag an expert in everything 
connected with the stage. His embonpoint 
was phenomenal and seemed to be in keeping 
with his good nature and geniality, ge 

But his extravagance, especially his losses 
at cards, landed him in all sorts of financial 
troubles, He rendered himself guilty of eere 
tain indelicacieég of a financial character 
which the government could not overlook, 
and he likewise found himself overwhelmed 
not only with Mabilities to tradespeople, ete 
but also with debts of honor, especially gam. 
bling debts, :

from legal proceedings for debt, he was 
obliged to leave St. Petersburg secretly not 
by rail, where his embonpoint would have

He did not return to Spain, but t 
residence in Paris, where Ne evapo’ 
Queen Isabella, took compassion upen him 
and made him an allowance, which he is gen- 
erally believed to have supplemented by con- 
siderabie sums paid to him by the Russian 
secret seryice for watching Russians of dis- 
tinction either visiting or residing in the 
French capital. 

By dint of appeals to King Alfouso, who 
was, after a fashion, his grandnephew, he 
managed to secure restoration to the Spap- 
ish diplomatic service and was accredited as 
Spanish envoy to the sublime porte, where 
he remained until the deposition of Abdul 
Hamid, when the examination of the latter's 
secret papers showed that the marquis was 
héavily in the fallen ruler's debt, and that 
his name figured as having received large 
sums on loan and also for “ services ren- 
dered,” the “ services ’’ being Presumably in 
the way of furnishing the sultan with in. 
formation concerning his colleagues and his 
friendg at Stamboul.

In the early '90s the collection was dispersed 
by a sale, from which the Newberry library 
secured the musical collection, the special 
pride of the countess, who is a gifted mu- 
sician. Most of the embroideries were re- 
tained by the owner, and these she now lends 
for exhibition at the institute, inspired by a 
patriotic desire to “ do some good to my own 
people,” to inepire us by the beauty of de- 
sign and workmanship in these works of the 
Italian renaissance, 

The embroideries are all on linen and are 
of three kinds—drawn work, cut work. and 
buratto. The drawn work {s different from 
the modern Mexican and Japanese kind with 
which we areal] familiar. These 014 Italian 
workers left the design intact and drew the 
background, afterward threading the latter 
over and over. The final effect fs of a pl 
linen design against a heavy square wrought 
open work. 

Of this type are many fine specimens, with 
beautiful conventionalized designs. One 
shows strange figures of harpies, with birds 
fronting the tree of life Another has sacrefi! 
and profane figures, with crosses, animals, 
and dirds. Another has scroll work, a vase 
with flowers, etc. The widths of these speci- 
mens range from one to fifteen inches, the 
widest being altar cloths, each with a com- 
plete and significant ecclesiastical design. 


> - 
The cut work is of the type now being quite 
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extensively imitated in this country for table 
linen, women's gowns, etc. Thus a 
study of these ful old designs ts partic- 
ularly interesting. Some are more elaborate- 
ly cut. and wrought than any of the modern 
work, leaving scarcely, any of the linen visi- 
ble. One rare piece is of thinnest linen 
batiste, the elaborate design being of micro- 
scopic fineness. 

In buratto work the pattern is threaded In 
and out on a soft linen of wide mesh. The 
design is thus close and the background in 
open squares. The earliest specimen dates 
back to the thirteenth century; it is in colors 
and very coarse, showing animals and birds 
fronting the tree of life. ; 

In a fine fifteenth century specimen the de- 
sign of Cupids, children, lions, dolphins, etc., 
is done in blue and yellow silk. In another 
the design is an appliqué of linen with colored 
embroidery. But most of the buratto work is 
creamy white, with beautiful designg of 
birds, animals, scrolls, etc., some beeen of 
extreme fineness. 4 


_— 

Lacis ts slightly ditterent from buratto, 
the pattern being threaded into netted lace. 
One specimen of this kind is fourteen inches 
wide, with a design of the tree of Hfe and 
ecrolls. | 

One rare sixteenth century specimen of 
pure embrotdery's a five inch border wrought 
in red silk on. fine white linem The pattern 
is outlined by whipped stitches and left 
white against a background of openwork 
closely stitched in red The excéedingly 
curious design shows tall candelabra with 
animals and. fiying banners surrounded by 
ittle paschal lambs. The base are lighted 
torches, and there are curious synibols and 
birds in the groundwork. 

Many fine specimens of old lace are shown— 
English, Flemish, and Itallan—chiefly of the 
seventeenth ang eighteenth centuries. But 
these are more familiar here than the em- 
broideries. Of the latter no such collection 
bas hitherto been seen in Chicago, or, per- 
haps, in America. \ 


Some Harris Hints 
to Young Playwrights. 


.Henry B. Harris, who.came on from New 
York last week to see*just whateeffect the 
heat was haying on his star, Rose Stahl, arid 
her “ Maggie Pepper” play, had. a word or 
two of advice to'give to young playwrights. 
“after finishing a play a playwright should 
not "be too eager to see his work before an 
audience,” said he. ‘' Hurried productions 
are more apt to result in imperfections than 
otherwise when the author is inexperienced. 
He should put the manuscript aside and out 
of his mind for a few monthe, at the end of 
which téme he would discover the flaws in the 
play by reading it agaim Alter the rehearsals 
of a play have begun It is not an easy task 
to make changes for betterment, owing to the 
fact that the players then have their first fm- 
pression of the story, and it.is anything but 
easy to have them erase certain ideas of the 
plot and institute others or to blot out wholly 
the original conception. This same point is 
carried out by many in meeting a stranger— 
the first impression proves the most lasting. 
“A new play never reaches itself until 
presented before an audience, therefore it is 
the most effectual plan to work off all possible 


‘corners in the constructiom before the first 


impression is formed by the press and public 
from the initial presentation. ~ Only a few 
times has a new play been recorded as a fail- 
sure by the ‘first nighters’ only to be recon- 
structed into a success, and the recovery in 
such cases is slow. The younger generation 
‘of playwrights ‘woukt do well to profit by 
retaining their manuscripts for their own 
thorough consideration, and ultimate profit, 
before seeking production. They are, in a 
great measure, responsible for the failuresin 
their wares.

shohocken, Pa. Here he staid for six vivid 
months. First off, as any one who hastaiked 
with him a few minutes will see, he made a 
new press speed record and became unpopu- 
lar with his fellows, who did not care to be dis- 
turbed by speed records. An organized effort 
followed to kill his enthusiasm. This failed. 
But after the son of the superintendent had 
amused himself by slipping the belt of Far- 
low's press sufficiently often to be banged in 
the eye, Farlow resigned and went back to 
the High Point farm for a little duck shoot- 
ing and repose. 

The experience on the advertising press of 


qualificationge took him to Richmond, Va 
In this city he remained two and a half years 
as advertising man and window dreseer in a 
dry goods house at a salary, the latter half 
of his time, of $27.50 a week. 

An advertisement he had inserted brought 
him a better position as advertising man and 
window dresser in a Birmingham (Ala.) es- 
tablishment. But he stayed here only four 
months. His expenses from Richmond were 
to be paid by the house.

OST boys at some time have tried to 
make a toy car line and have probably 
succeeded ih a@ way, thotigh most 
boys that I have seen try it have 
found difficuky in making their cars 

stay on the track, 7 
The chief reason.for this wasgn most cases 
that they could not cut wheels round enough 
nor cut a good: flange on them so that when 
they finished the car all four wheels would 
‘ be on the track at the sametime. This led to 
wabbly running and track jumping. | 
The simplest way I know to golve the 
flanged. wheel problem is to saw a common 


spool in two across the middle line, turn each 


half of the wheels about, so that the two large 


ends of the spool halves are toward each 


other. Then mount them in this fashion on 
the car truck. " 

Thus each spool half will make a wheel, two 
wheels to a spool, and each accurately round 
and with a round, true hole in its center. 

Some of these wheels are shown in the 
drawings. They may be-vgriously mounted, 
I have shown in the sketches.a fornrof truck 
easily made by taking a block of wood of the’ 
right size and mounting the wheels on screws 


screwed in near the corners of the blocks. 


thus making four wheels'to a truck and two 
trucks to @ car. .

Must Have Pivotal Point. 

Another way is to mount the wheels on 
wooden axles which bold:them at the right 
distance apart, driving needles into the ends 
of the axles for pivots, these needle pivots, 
turning in holes in a boxike wooden frame 
which fits around the whtels so.that in this 
case the bearings would be outside the wheels 
as in a real car truck. 

No matter how the trucks are made they 
must have a pivotal point, and a rajsed block 
toturn on. This I haveshown at G, the pivot 
block being fastened when ‘your car is Gone to 
the under side of the floor board F' near each 
end with a washer W, between the truck 
block T, and the pivot block G, so that the 
truck will turn easily on curveg. 

The pivot itself may be either a nail driven 
down through a loose hole in the floor board 
and G and into the truck block T solidly, or 
it can be a screw S up through a loose hole in 
T and screwed tightly into G. 

In either case the loose washer W of tin 
or pasteboard must be used. The.trucks will 
be fagtened to the floor board underneath 
by small nails or brads at a quarter of the 
car length from each end. 

Be sure and get them in square and on the 
center line. . 

The body frame is made up of two pieces, R 
and F for the top and floor, these held apart 
by four pieces (d) of thin wood which nail in 
Place to leave a door space between them as 
shown. Do not make these pieces (d) too long. 
About the width of the floor board or a little

Making the Car Body. 

The car sides are cut from a strip or strips 
of cardboard; windows, doors, and all, and 
tacked or glued in place around the rims of 
the boards, Rand F. The doors begin at the 
Outer edges of the upright pieces (4). 

The pattern for the sides will depend entire- 
ly on the kind of car you want to make, 
If you are 
especially skilful with tools you can make 
up the sides from thin wood from the sides of 
& grape basket, running a strip behind te 
reinforce. the wood at the bottom line of the 
windows. 

When this much is done you are ready to fix 
the roof. To make it realistic this is made of 
three pieces, B, C,and D. D is the main piece, 
cut of inch pine and rounded off at each end 
as shown. It is of a size so that when you lay 
it on the top piece R it will stick out all 
around about a quarter of an inch. 


Round this off on top at each end too so 


that there will be a thin edge all around,

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the sides rounding-down as well so that there 
is thus a flat place left in the center about the 
size of the real car body underneath. On this 
fiat part fit a second piece C, this being rect- 
angular in shape and about a quarter of an 
inch thick. 

This is nailed or glued in place as shown. 
To cap all the roof proper is formed of a 
Piece B, a little thicker than C, and a little 
longer and wider—say, a quarter of an inch 
Overlap all the way round—this having all 
its top edges rounded off. 


Nail this in place and you are ready to 
fasten the roof part to the upper or top piece 
R of the body, a couple or screws or long thin 
nails being jused for the purpose. 

All that is left is to paint the car as your 
fancy dictates, add steps of tin and a trolley 
if that is the kind of a line you are going to 
build. You can make the track of laths sét

This was the first violent outbreak, but the 
authorities did not seem to regard it serlous- 
ly, and the chief agitators were simply repri- 
manced. Shortly afterward, however, the 
rioting broke out in other quarters with re- 
newed fury. During the last week many mil- 
lions. of gallons of champagne have been 
destroyed in almost all parts of the principal 
wine growing district. 

It is safe to say that nOwhere in the world 
has the wine culture reached such perfec- 
tion as it has in France. This is particularly 
true of thé districts mentioned. Here there 
is scarcely any cessation of the care of the 
vines from one end of the year to the other. 

Only the perfect grapes, fine as currants 
and carefully selected, are used for cham- 
After cleansing they are laid in heaps 
in the press and after a time gently and 
smoothly squeezed. The first liquid is re- 
served for the finest brands of champagne. 
Five more subsequent squeezings are made, 
each more powerful, each producing weaker 
fluid; the sixth or more is mixed with in- 
ferior wines of light color to supply “ body.’ 
The juice of the grapes begins to ferment 
early in the casks and gradually changes 
from pink to light straw color. Fermenta- 
tion stops after about three months. 


* 


Blender Expert at Work. 

Then begins the trouble of the champagne 
maker. The blending is done in enormous 
vats and the expert vintner knows to a shade 
how to proportion the different wines. for each 
hes its own qualities. Some old wine of a su- 
perior quality is added and only the most 
cultivated palate can tell at various stages 
just when the compound has reached the 
right bouquet. 

Then comés the experiment of the gas. If 
too much carbonic acid be added the bot- 
tles will explode, if too little the wine will 
be flat. At the right stage in blending and 
effervescing the wine is drawn off, looking 
and tasting still like white wine. Bot- 
tling takes place eight months after the 
first press of the grapes. From eighteen 
months to three years the bottles ere kept 
in the same temperature 
- They are placed in a slanting position. so 
as to foree to the cork a sediment that Is 
formed; every time they are changed in po- 
sition a turn is dexterously made go as to 
loosen the sediment from the sides and at- 
tach it to the cork. When the sediment is 


“gecured the cork is removed and the sedi- 


ment blows out withit. A temporary stop- 
per is inserted and the wine is finally “ fixed ”’ 
by adding to it a little pure brandy, some 
of the best old champagne and some pufe 
rock candy. Then the finai corking takes 
place.

Champigne Corks Expensive. 

The best champagne corks are expersive, 
costing 6 cents apiece. They aremade larger 
taan the mouth of the bottle, soaked, steamceu 
and placed in a thachine till reduced to 
the size of the mouth of the bottle. Then 
with a twenty pound hammer, the cork is 
driven home and held until the wiring is 


done.

Motor Sounds Doom of the Fire Horse. 


HE horse is meking, his Jast stand 
against the: automobile. Without a 
quiver of remorse the runabouot anda 
touring car supplanted the horse as a 
motive power for pleasure vehicles and 

for some time the motor truck has been en- 
gaged in the campaign of supplanting the 
draft horse for the transfer of merchandise. 
This left the equine little ventage ground 
exceptrhis usefulness in the emergency busi- 
ness of hauling fire engines, police patrols, 
and ambulances. Already the auto has made 
serious inroads into ambulance motive power 
and is on the rapid way to capture the police 
patrols. It is now after the fire engine. And 
according to fire department officials the auto 
is going to drive all fire engines within a few 
years 

Much sentimental interest attached to fire 
engine horses has divided the fire laddies 
themselves into two cainps--progressives, 
who realize that the auto fire apparatus will. 
be ewifter, cheaper, and cleaner than the 
horse drawn engines, trucks, and hose carts, 
and the conservatives, whose admiration for 
the fine, blooded animals of the Chicago fire 
department is sostrong that they must needs 


‘pooh pooh ”’ at the motor drawn apperatus., 


“The horses can get the engines out of the 
barn faster and do not get stalled with a cold 
mdtor half way to the fire,’’ said a horse en- 
thusiast at the fire engine house at Fifth ave- 
nue and Van Buren street. 

‘‘Cranking up does not take so long as 
harnessing and once out of the barn we can 
get there twice as fast, besides experience 
has shown that there are not 'so many acci- 
dents on the way to fires with motors as with 
horses,’’ said the driver of an auto police 
patrol.

ITH Chicago as the center of the 
industry of the world it is quite 
fitting that the piano trade exhibi- 
tion is to be held here at the Coli- 
seurm June 8 to 10.

Chicago is now the largest piano producing 
center in the world, turning out annually 
mote than 100,000 instruments, which are 
shipped all over the world.

said, will follow closely in Chicago, which. 


already has let contracts for one motor- 
driven fire engine and ten combination motor- 
driven hose wagons and chemicals engines. 
Springfield, Mass., and Vancouver, Canada, 
alrdady use the auto exclusively for fire 
apparatus. 

Chicago has five automédbile patrols, and 
the officials of the police department unite 
in saying that the expense is about one-third 
of that of operating a similar number of 
horgpe drawn patrols, in addition to which 
better time is made on “ hurry callis.’’

. order or connection, just as they ocour to me: 


The business center of modern Rome is the 
Piazza Venezia, or, es we would say, Venice 
square. On one side of it is the new monu- 
ment going up in honor of Victor Emmanuel. 
On another side is the somber and pictur- 
esque Venice palace, where lives the Aus- 
trian ambassador to the vatican A littia 
south of this palace and across the street 
from the Jesuit church is the palace of the 
Altieri family. Go in the front! door, pass- 
ing a gorgeous hired man in magnificent 
uniform, to whom you give 4 cents, and get 
a nice bow and a “thanks,” and you find 
yourself in a huge, open, four square court- 
yard. Turn to the right, ascend the marble 
staircase to the third story, and there, in 
@ landing of the stairs, set up on a pedestal, 
you will see'a huge white marble forefinger 
pointing upward. It must once have been 
part of a hand. for you can see where it has 
been broken off. It was found buried in the 
éarth when the palace was built. Nobody 
knowe anything about it. except what facts 
I have set down, I recommend it to poets, 
romancers, and al] imaginatively inclined.

Ancient Rome Buried City. 

Few realize that jent Rome, the Rome 
of the Ceesars, is literally buried. The soil 
on which Cato and Cicero and Horace trod 
lies anywhere from ten to forty feet below 
the level upon which the present King Victor 
Emmanual Il. rides. The Forum, “once and 
long the center of their universe, whence a 
mandate, eagle winged, went to the ends of 
the earth,” to quote the poet Rogers, is now 
24 feet below the modern streets: it is liter- 
ally ahole. It was coveted for centuries with 
rubbish, so that in the later middle ages its 
name was forgotten and it wascalied the cow 
pasture (Camp Vaccino) because peasants 
pastured their cattle there.

It is vulgarly supposed that the Goths and 
Vandals and other northerin savages obliter- 
ated ancient Rome. It isa mistake. Rome 
was ruined by the. Romans. For many 
hundreds of years the Roman nobility and 
hierarchy pulled the old temples and palaces 
te pleces to get marble with which to build 
their own edifices. Not satisfied with this 
vandalism, “‘for several centuries,” says 
‘'Gregovorius, the historian, ‘“‘ Rome may be 
-paid to have resembled a vast lime kiln, into 
which the costliest marbles were recklessly 
cast for the purpose of burning lime; and 
thus did the Romans incessantly pillage, 
burn, dismantle, and utterly destroy their 
glorious old city.” The jo Venezia is 
built of stone pillaged from the Coliseum. 
vot a stone of the great church of St. Peter’s 
wes bought or imported or quarried; all was 
taken from the relics of the ancient historic 
buildings... ES

A Mysterious Foot. 

Near the Roman college (Collegio Romano) 
ig @ street called the street of the Marble 
}oot, after a huge foot found here and now 
placed at the corner of the ways. 

Carved on the pedestal at the foot of the 
statue of the Emperor Tiberius, tow in the 
museum of the Villa Borghese, ipa single ear, 
a Mttle larger than the natura! size; it is 
supposed that it signified “ Tiberius is a 
god that hears everything.” 

St. Peter’s is on a hill, the vetican hill 
About a mile off, away across the Tiber, is 
another bill, one of the Seven Hills of old 
Rome, called the Aventine. Here are the 
house and beautiful gardens of the Knights 
of Malta, a curious, exclusive, wealthy order. 
l.unning the length of the gardens is an 
arched avenue of trees, pointing straight 
toward the vatican. At the far end of this 
avenue are the hugé doors in the garden 
wall. And in one of the doors is set a little 
brass circular plate in a small, round hole, 
like the peep hole in a theater curtain. Stand- 
ing outside the gate and applying the eye to 
this hole one gets a most ravishingly charm- 
ing picture of St. Petér’s wonderful dome 
and buildings, set against the shining blue 
sky and framed by the green arches of the 
garden trees. The hole was made just for 
that purpose.

The Chureh of 8t. Pudenziara is said to 
be the oldest Roman chureoh (“omnium 
ecclesiarum urbis vetustissima'’’). It is sup- 


posed to be on the site of the house where © 


Saint Paul lodged when in Rome. It was 
named from Pudens, whom yoti will ind men- 
tioned in Second Timothy, iv., 21. 

The Pantheon is the oldest building in 
Christendom, which has been from its begip- 
ning used for the worship of God It wag 
built by the pagans 27 B..C. and in 608 A. D. 
was consecrated as a Christian church. It 
has no windows, and is lightéd by a single 
opening, 80 feet across, open to air and rain, 
in the center of the dome. Its name does not 
mean ‘to all the gods,”’ but “ very sacred ” 
(pantheum). When it was dedicated as a 
Christian church twenty-eight wagon ldads 
of bones of the martyrs weré brought to it 
from the catacombs and buried in the floor. 

The greatest portrait in Rome is a painting 
of Pope Innocent X. by Velasquez, in the 
Doria palace. : 

In the Church of Gesu (the Jesuft church) 
above the aitar over the tomb of Ignatius 
Loyola, founder of the Jesuit order, is «a 
globe representing the earth; it is said to be 
the largest single block of lapis lazuli in the 
world.

INCD the institution of modern insur- 
ence it has constantly spread and 
gracually invaded almost every field 
of humen activity and wife. 

From dealing at first with indemnifi- 
cation of capital against losses upon sea and 
land, it has expanded into “old line,”’ and, 
later, fraternal insurance, which now, inthis 
country, holde a protecting shield over the 
future of some twenty million people who 
but for such protectiom would be largely in 
misery and want at the death of the insuring 
party. 

Lately insurance is entering the realm of 
gociety in its industrial life, protecting the 
insured against lorses from injuries, grenting 


benefits for invalidism and old age. 


The latest phase cf social insurance is pro- 
tection from losses due to strikes. Hitherto 
auch insurance has been limited to the em- 
ployers of labor, and yet it is far more neces- 
sary for the laborer than the employer. 

Even employers’ insurance euch as exists 
today in Germany and France is not yet in 
operation in this country. All we have of 
that character here are voluntary employers’ 
strike indemnity associations such as were 
first tried and abandonoed in Europe. 

Even abroad the present form of etrike 
insurance for employers dates in Germany 
only from 1904 and in France from 1906. But 
since the establishment of real strike in- 
gurance, such societies have sprung up like 
mushrooms both in Actas Nera in France..

Strike Insurance to Bring Indeatvial Peace?

is now accepted as a fact that the basis of 
such insurance is sound and that ite rules, 
principles and application are becoming 
clearer and more definite all the time. 

At first sight employers’ strike ineurance 
may seem but another factor in their favor, 
but in reality labor is also benefited. Insur- 
ance must be based on certain conditions, 
whioh preclude arbitrary conduct upon the 
part of the insured. 

Insurance means a mutual contract of com- 
pensation for chance losses, such as are 
Plainly the results of “superior power.”’ 
Hence strike losses not plainly due to.a ‘“su- 
perior power’’ but to the employers’ provo- 
cation are not compensated upon the same 
ground that ship and fire insurance policies 
are vold when the losees are proved to be 
due to bad faith or gross neglect on the part 
of the insured. 

Furthermore, in order to establish a basis 
for employers’ strike insurance, a condition 
of industrial effinity must be secured, not 
merely community of interest but also such 
an equalization as to wages and aif ¢ondi- 


tions of labor as to make it poseible for the” 


insurance tribunal to make accurate deduc- 
tions as to causes and resultsof strikes. Such 
conditions imply fair wages, hours of labor, 
and general conditions as to housing, me- 
chinery, superintendence, etc. , 

It is therefore apparent that, although em- 
ployers’ strike insurance is adopted for the 
protection of employers for losses due to 
strikes, yet the foundation for such insur- 
ance must be laid in fair dealings with em- 
ployés.

yf} Few Difficulties in Way. 

In: certain respects, provided an insurance 
law can be made to harmonize ‘with our in- 
surance laws, laborers’ strike insurance in 
this Gountry offers’ less difficulties than the 
establishment of such. insurance for em- 
ployers. 

In attempting such insurance organized 
labor may be: helped by @ manmer in which 
employers’ strike insurance. is formulated 
abroad, for its methods afford. valuable eug- 
gestions. 

These gocieties consist of primary compa- 
nies who ingure egainst strike and pay strike 
benefits as far as possible; secondary com- 
panies who bupply funds when treaéuries of 
the primary companies are unable of them- 
selves to meet the obligations, amd tribunal, 
wholly independent of either whose eole func- 
tion is to investigate and adjudge al) claims 
for such insurance. 

The institution of employés Insurance and 
Mat of employers wil! no doubt be beneficial 
to both parties, because-it will compel both 


It certainly will serve greatly to improve 
the stability of conditions upon both sides. 
The employer will have to do all in his power 
to avert provocations for a strike and the 
employés must have a clear ‘case before they 
will venture to strike, The strike promoters 
Upon both sides who hitherto-have been so 
guilty of mischief will find their vocation 
gone. 

While such strike insurance éobimintion, « no 
matter how perfectly rr or successful, 
will not solve the questiong, of capital and 
labor, undoubtedly they are thé best means 
thus far discovered for checking the onward 
march towards revolutién that loome before 
the people. 

Force can never bring peace between labor 
and capital. “Arbitration, so called, both vol- 
untary and compulsory, has proven a mere 
palliative. 

Qnly by the removal of the cause of war 
between labor and capital can industria! 
peace be permanently secured. 

Although every indication points to the or- 
ganization of capital and labor upon lines of 
insurance as indicated, the establishment of 
such societies, adequate to deal with the sit- 
uation, even though our insurance’ laws 
should present no obsfacles to such under- 
taking, its realization would require a jong 
time, possibly too long. 

* * 
Great Questions of Hour. 

How these mutual requirements for suc- 
cess may be realized and carried out, that 
is the great labor question of the hour. 

Financial irresponsibility to and for eacn 
other is in truth the prolific source practically 
of all thé confusion and business losses. 
Mutua! financial responsibility to secure fair 
dealings on both side with proper indemni- 
fication from a common fund specially con- 
tributed and set apart for such purpose is the 
true solution. Contractual obligations of this 
character must be essentially different from 
any hitherto entered mig between labor and 
capital. 

Although not based upon insurance princi- 
pies in a strict sense, therefore outside in- 
surance laws, yet the mutual! financial bond 
between the parties would at law have to 
be as definite and binding as to conditions 
as are provided in the laws of insurance. 

Furthermore, although the establishment 
of such relations between labor and capita! 
of necessity would require an arbitration 
board as well as a tribunal of judgment. yet 
it ought to be a purely mutual] industrial con- 
cérn with as’ little as possible of state ad- 
mixture. 

In establishing thege relations the principal 
object should be the prevention of strikes 
and lockouts. 

If then a etrike or lockout still followed, 
the innocent party should from the common 
fund be commensurately compensated for 
losses thus incurred, but only. to the extent 
that the decision of the judgment tribuna! 
has been ignored. 

The starting of such relations between 
labor and capital might profitably commence 
in smal} way. Either employer or employé 
might assume the initiative for a conference 
as to means and methods for entering such 
mutual interest partnership. Both must bear

I first met Secretary Wilson when he had 
just taken his seai. as one of the members of 
President MeKinley’s cabinet.

He is a plain Scotch 
farmer, but he ceals in sums thet would 
stagger a Morgan or a Guggenheim. 

During the ‘ast ten years the proceeds of 
our farms have beep more than $80,000,000,-

Eighty thousand millions! It means 
enough to give $4,000 to every family or $800 


to every man, woman, and child in the whole | 


United States. That sum hascome out of the 
farms within tem years and pesnty the prod- 
uct Increases. 

When the present secretary took charge of 
the department of agriculture it annually 
amounted to about four billions of dollars. 
Im 1910 it Wag almost nine billions, and when 
the present scheme of farm improvement 
and new crops have been generally adopted 
we shall be rich enough to buy Mexico and 
Canada and to inaugurate peace movements 
throughout the world. 

Eighty thousand million dollars! 

‘The sum is beyond human conception. It 
{se ten millions more than all the wealth of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

It is more than twice the value of all Rus- 

. sla owns, four times the total wealth of Aus-

Coming down to the crops of a single year, 
Secretary Wilson telis me that during 1910

their armies and navies and every other em-

Nine thousand millions of money e year 
means just about thirty millions for every 
working day.

“We are now spending about $15,000,000 
per annum, and the whole of this is used 
for investigations and operations which tend 
to the increase of our national and individ- 
wal wealth: We have more than 12,000 em- 
ployés and we have trebied our force within 
the last ten years.”’

“If you want to know about aerial naviga- 
gon I will turn you over to Prof. Moore ang 
he will tell you the result of the latest inves- 
tigations of the upper air.

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allowed a pair or so to get loose, and the 
result is they have multiplied by millionsend 
are destroying the trees over an area of 
10,000 square miles. We heard that there 
were paragites which would exterminate this 
pest, and Dr. L. O. Howard, the chief of the 
bureau of entomology, has been sent to Eu- 
rope three times to find them. One of his 
trips was to the Crimea, and it was there he 
discovered the moth’s greatest eremy. We 
have imported it. Congress has given us an 
appropriation to wipe out that pest.’’ 

“Another interesting investigation,” con- 
tinued Secretary Wileon, “relates to the 
fever tick which has ruined the cattle in parts 
of the south to the extent of something like 
$40,000,000 a year. We looked everywhere to 
get something to fight it, but failed. 

* * 


Learn Secret of Tick. 

“At last we discovered that the tick 
bred on the ground and that the young fas- 
tened themselves to the plants and crawling 
up them were able to get on such cattle as 
fed in the pastures. We found thet they had 
to reach the cattle soon or they died. 
With this knowledge we got the farmers to 
divide their fields in the middle and put the 
stock on one side. In a short time the ticks 
which hed crawled up the grass died of 
starvation. We now had all the cattle dipped 
in a bath which destroyed the ticke on them, 
and moved them across to the other side of 
the fielQ Within a few days all the ticks 
in the now vacant pasture had died the same 
way, and the land was clear. By these 
means we have already driven this pest out of 
between 90,000,000 and 100,000,000 acres of 
pasture lands. The total area is about 146,000 
square miles. It is equal to three and one- 
half states the size of Ohio.” 

“ Tell me something about the work you are 
doing for the farmers’ boys, Mr. Secretary,” 
I said. 

“That is a big story,’’ replied Mr. Wilson. 
“With the assistance of the states we are 
establishing schools for the teaching of farm- 
ing, and improved agriculture is being taught 
in the public schools. We are also doing a 
great deal of practical work with the boys 
on the farms. 

* You may have heard something of the 
boy corn raisers of the United States. They 
are numbered by the tens of thousands. The 
movement began in the great corn patch of 
the Missiesippi valley, and at the St. Louis 
exposition there were about 8,000 separate 
exhibits of corn raised in the older corh 
regions by a& many thousand individual boys. 
These boys had each one acre of land, which 
he ‘planted and cultivated after rules laid 
down by this department. Prizes were given 
in each district to the boy who produced the 
most and best corn, and the results were a 
yield which was double, treble, and in some 
cases even five or six times that which was 
gotten before. 
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Corn Versus Cotton. 

“That was geome years ago,” continued 
the secretary. ‘‘ It was before the boll weevil 
had begun to bite deep into the cotton crop 
of the south. As you know, cotton has long 

the one crop of that section. 

“The planters have raised almost nothing 
else. They have imported their hogs and 
their hominy, have bought mules and other 
live stock of the north and have even bought 
in the stuff to feed them. We wanted to 
make the south self-supporting, to diversify 
the crops and to show what corn would do 
for the land. This has been accomplished 
largely through the boys. We shall soon 
have 100,000 boy farmers who will each have 
an acre or more to otiltivate after our 
methods. 

“We had more than 40,000 last year, and 
we have already doubled that number. We 
have thousands of southern farmers who are 
experimenting with corn and thouyeands who 
are already raising it for the money they can 


- make from the crop. As a result of a few 


years’ work we have increased the corn there 
until the south is now producing one-third of 
all raised in the union, and its crop will soon 
equal that of the great corn patch of the 
central Mississippi valley. The south is 
bound to be as much a land of corn as it has 
been and isa land of cotton.” 

** Tell me more about the boys, Mr. Secre- 
tary.” 

“I could talk all day about that,” replied 
the gray haired chief of the agricultural de- 
partment. ‘‘We had eleven of the little 
fellows here last fall. We gave them diplo- 
mas and a free trip to Washington as com- 
petitive prizes for raising the most and best 
corn on one acre. They took land in states 
that heve been producing on the average

from fifteen to twenty bushels per acre and 
farmed it. 

“ Take, for instance, the case of one bright 
southern boy,” the secretary of agriculture 
continued. “ His father had no faith in what 


he called book farming, and besides he was 


about as mean as they make them. His boy 
had asked for the use of an acre and the fa- 


ther refused, telling him he would not have } 


anything to do with such foolishness. The 
boy petsisted, however, and the father final- 
ly pointed to a rough hiliside overgrown 
with brush and spotted with stumps and 
stones, and told him if he would grvb that 


acre and move off the stones he could have it. | | 


“The boy went to work and finaly cleared 
it. Then the old mansaid: ‘ That acre is too 
good for me to loge. I think I will piant it my- 
self. The boy cried and the father finally said: 
‘Well, if you will clear another acre beside 
that I won't take it from you and you may 
plant it and do what you please.’ Thereupon 
the boy again went to work and cleared the 
second acre. -He planted it to corn after our 
directions and as a result he made eighty- 
eight bushels. At the same time his father 
planted and cultivated the acre adjoining, 
using the old way. He made just eighteen. 

** Since then the old man has been converted 
to our way of farming. He goes with his boy 
to the agricultural fairs and telis about the 
eghty-eight bushels of corn they raised on 
an acre, saying: ‘ That is what me and my 
boy done.’ 

‘*In another instance,’ 
retary, 
the boy a horse to cultivate his acre. The 
boy paid to have the land plowed and after 
that he did all his cultivating with a com- 
mon, every day goat. Notwithstanding that 
he raised fifty bushels of corn. Another boy 

had not even a goat and he harnessed the 
calves and made seventy-five bushels of corn 
to the acre. The department is full! of such 
stories.” 

“'That is the kind of work that makes men, 
Mr. Secretary,’’ said I, 

“That is what I told the boys who won 
the prize trips to Washington, The corn clubs 
of the gouth are making men and the boys 
who belong to them will be among the best 
men of the future. When a boy learns how to 
manage an acre alitTO count every cent that 
goes in and all that comes out as well as to 
make it produce, as those boys are doing. he 
comes mighty near to learning how to manage 
a farm.

Boys Are Appreciative. 

‘He learns how to work and how to save. 
Take the boys who came down to Washing- 
ton. Every one of them appreciated the 
value of the cent and the dime. One had 
been given $150 to pay his expenses to the 
capital and back, and he was to have all that 
was left He came from beyond the Missis- 
sippi river.

“ Joe Stone of Georgia, who is onty 12 years 
of age, had to pay one-third of his crop to 
the landlord of whom his father rented the 
farm. He raised 102 ‘bushels at a cost of 20 
cents.

the lining may be, if one wishes it. of a different color 
gad one thet is decidedly contrasting. These linings, 
$00, must be thin, but not necessarily transparent. 
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As dark blue, gray, taupe, and: black are the usual 
colors seen for tailored costumes, some charming 
blouses are made of these same colorings, veiling such 
tints as cerise, mandarine, apple green, or any other 
shade that one likes, the bright ones, however, being 
the prettiest. There is usually a touch of embroidery 
on the outside material, but only just enough to give 
character, and this is generally self-toned, picked out 
with black,. white, or threads of gold. 

With the present fashionabie black and white striped 
costume the problem of the blouse is rather complicat- 
ed, for it requires a good deal of skill to combine other 
black and white materials with any eo atriking as a 
stripe. Some women adhere rigidly to the lingerie 
blouse, but these generally use it only as a back- 
ground for jabots and cravats and never under any 
circumstances remove their coats. Others go in for 
blouses also made of striped goods but of something 
thin, but somehow these do not give the idea of smart- 
ness no matter how perfectly they matth nor how well 
they are worn. 

s 

The best that have so far been seen are those in 
which the two colors are combined, but in a totally 
different manner. One good model seen recently was 
of white liberty satin, made with the usual kimono 
sleeves and rather baggy bodice part. There was a 
short yoke and a rather high collar of Irish lace, the 
former extending over the shoulders and off onto the 
top of the sleeves. Directly down the center of the 
front, and back as well, was a six inch band of black 
satin finished on e.her side with a/row of tiny black 
satin buttons. These bands ended an inch or two below 
the line of the bust, where they were met by a wider 
band which extended around the blouse, this also being 
of black satin. When on this gave the effect of a high 
belt and was pretty and becoming to the figure. 

Another model, which was intended to be worn with 
a striped costume, had for its foundation a brilliant 
shade of green chiffon. The upper part of this lining 
and the upper part of the sleeves were veiled in white 
marquisette, while the lower half of both bodice and 
sleeves were made of black marguigette, both colors 
showing well over the green lining. Where the 
two materials were joined there was some em- 
broidery, but not of the regulation sort. This in- 
stead was a sort of irregular work done-in black and 
white silks, which had 4 shaded appearance and con- 
veyed no idea of a pattern or design, but it was wide 
and gave just the right connecting link. between the 
black and white stuffs. 

A similar touch of embroidery finished the round neck

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and the edge of the sleeves. This fashion, by the way, 
of a bright lining with black and white blouses is chic 
and when they are worn the hat is supposed to match 
the lining. This fs easily accomplished, either by the 
trimming or by the straw or material of which &% may 
be made.

For wearing with colored tailored suits or with those 
of silk serge wool crépe blouses are fashionable, oF 
those made of brocaded crépe de chine. In the former 
one attractive model was made in a soft taupe shade 
tint, just a shade lighter than the costume for which it 
was intended. The front and back were covered from 
the throat nearly to the bust with light embroidery 
done in black, mandarin, and white, this last color 
being entirely of much raised French dots. The neck 
of the little garment was round and in place of open- 
ing down either back or front the shoulders and upper 
part of the sleeves were left open and the fastening 
was made by Irish crochet buttons and small loops. 
It gave the blouse an elaborate appearance and in real 
ity it was quite simple. 

A crépe de chine model shown at one of the best 
places was stunning, although this was little trimmed 
and at first glance presented no unusual features. If 
was of a deep mustard color and the pattern of the bro- 
cade was large and striking. About the neck, which 
was round, were rows of bead trimming, one white, one 
black,’ and each half an inch wide. On the front of the 
blouse were two good sized placques, one oblong, the 
lower one square, and these were made of Diack and 
white beads, the black predominating. From the lower 
motive hung a short bead fringe, and fringe also fn- 
ished the sleeves, which were well below the elbow. 

The gown for which this blouse was intended wag 
of mustard colored silk serge, with collar, cuffs, ang 
facings of black satin. 

* o 

Many of the brocaded crépe de chine blouses show 
the pattern picked out fn dull silver thread or in fine 
black silk, and:a portion of them are embroidered, 
sometimes startlingly bright shades being used. One 
geen recently was of nattier bive, tarnished silver 
thread being used on this. This dutlined every bit of 
the pattern, which was rather a spreading one and not 
too fines\ In addition the pattern was of embroidery in 
wools in soft, dull shades of greens, rose, and yellows, 
this embroidery going in a band about the center and 
on the upper part df the sleeves. It was made over @ 
guimpe and chemisette of silver lace and had under 
Bleeves of the same, and was altogether charming. 

Printed and stamped chiffons, voiles, and eorépes are 
having a tremendous vogue for tnexpensive tiowsed 
They are to be found in every known color and in such 
a variety of patterns that one is fairly bewildered. The 
best show oriental designs, some in strong tints, others 
in faded effects, many of these really resembling old 
materials. Egyptian designs, Moorish and Turkish pat- 
terns, copies of old altar clothe, or bits of floral tapes- 
tries are all considered good and one cannot go amiss 
in selecting one of these for ordinary use. 

They are all made in the same way, and if one wishes 
to buy the squares the making of them is an easy mat- 
ter. Most have smal) guimpes and collars of thin tulle

often times a little work will transform 4a 
frock. 

Sheer white materials or linens will be 
worth while to change in some particulars, 
and if any of thie remodeling is to be done on 
last year’s clothes, this month is a good time 
to get at it. 

Many of last summer’s dresses were made 

with plaited skirts and tunic overdressea, 
which fitted the figure smoothly. Then, too, 
there were the banded skirts which were so 
popular. The simplest way to treat either 
of these styles is to rip the dress entirely to 
Pieces. The waist part will naturally come in 
for its share of changing. 
‘ Ripping does not alwaye receive the etten- 
tion it deserves, with theresult that there are 
many little cut places which are a trial when 
the cutting over has to be reckoned with. 
Small scissors with sharp points and a sti- 
letto are necessary. Cut the stitches at close 
intervals and use the stiletto always to get 
the threads out. Thescissors pointe do much 
damage if they are used to get at the sewing. 

@hake or brush each piece to get the dust 
out, and then look each piece over carefully 
in @ good light to see if there are any places 
which need cleaning. White soap, rubbed on 
a piece of the same material, which has been 
wrung out of oold water, will often be all 
that is needed. But if anything stronger is 
necessary, there are gasoline, naphtha, chlo- 
_poform, ether, or some one of the reliable 
cleaning fluids which are for sale at the de- 
partment stores. 

When it comes to pressing, care will have 
to be used with the silks, not to have the 
irons too hot. A too hotiron takes the “ Mfe’’ 
out of silk, making it flimsy and bad looking. 


‘ Chiffon or any similar material presses well, 


and it is an easy matter to clean wash ma- 
térials. 

Skirte are still exceedingly straight looking 
on the whole, but a little more fullness is be- 
ing given at the feet than those worn in the 
winter and early spring. 

A last summer's voile can be made over at- 
tractively by changing to a raised waist line 
and piecing out the length at the bottom by 
@ band of black satin, or if the voile shows a 
Gark biue, green, or other color, having the 
satin match this color. 

* 

Some of the skirts made of thin materials. 
where they are fulled into the waist, measure 
almost three yards at the bottom, but the 
materials are so soft, and the lines so straight 
that the effect is narrow rather than other- 
wise. Buy an up to date pattern, and a piece 
of belting as a foundation for the raised 
waistline, which will have to be fitted to the 
figure by darts on the sides. The belt should 
be made straight at thg back where It fastens, 
and the hooks and eyes buttonholed on, and 
this may be done before the darts are put Ip- 
Make it fit perfectly, which means smoothly, 
but. not too tight. 

The seams of the skirt can be put together 


im Freneh. seams, pressed and finished, and 


the placket put in. Make the placket finish in 
the one strip piece, beginning at the top on 
one side, igen. the seam down to the bot- 
tom of the operiing and up to the top on the 
opposite’ side. At the bottom of the placket 
the *kirt seam should be clipped in exactly 
te the stitching, so that when the placket is 
geamed on there will not be a pucker there. 
The opposite edge of the strip is turned in and 
hemmed down over the eecam by hand. The 
next step is to hang the skirt tothe band, ad- 
justing tt so that there is some slight fullness, 
even in the front. 

As this year’s materials show so many bor- 
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dered effects, it would be pretty to use ribbon 
or silk to carry out the idea. Dotted borders 
@re seen a good deal, and try and match the 
ground shade of the dress material in a soft 
satin ribbon about one inch and a half in 
width, and having polka dots in white.

Use the ribbon as a belt, to cover the join- 
ing of the blouse and skirt, and three rows 
can be used on the skirt around thé bottom. 
Get the length at the bottom, and, in doing so, 
allow for the black satin band, which should 
measure two inches in width when set on to 
the skirt. Make the band double and seton to 
the skirt by a seam on the right side. 

Turn the seam up towards the skirt after 
it has been stitched and overcasted, and then 
baste the ribbon on around the bottom, so 
that the lower edge covers the seam just 
mentioned, and stitch it to the skirt on both 
edges. Mark off lines-on the skirt at the 
knees and two and one-half inches below. 
Then mark two parallel lines—the upper one 
coming the width of the ribbon above the 
knee line, and the second ene the width of the 
ribbon below the bottom one. Run gather- 
ing threads on these lines and draw the skirt 
in slightly, so that when the ribbon bands 
are basted in position, the skirt will have the 
appearance of a slight puffing between the 
bands. 

lf there is not enough materta! to cut the 
waist over much, all it may need may be the 
addition of trimming bands, matching those 
on the skirt. 

A last year’s marquisette or voile could be 
changed to a raised waist line, and the full- 
ness at the waist taken out in narrow length- 
wise tucks. Let these tucks run down a little 
below the hjps. Perhaps the blouse is cut 
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“White Crepe Silk.

If there is not a large enough piece of ma- 
terial, the sleeves may be set on with a line 
of insertion, just where the shoulder seam 
would naturally come. By using a pattern for 
the blouse that has the under arm piece, it 
may be a little easier to get it out, and will 
have the advantage of fitting better and being 
more comfortable. 

About three narrow shoulder tucks add to 
the becomingness, but if these are out of the 
question, be sure that your pattern allows 
sufficient breadth across the front to avoid a 
scantappearance. The blousein the back can 
be cut either straight or bias. 

4: * 

The patterns give the bias back and geta 
straight line, allow the material to be cut 
off on the straight, starting from the point at 
the neck. This added fullness at the waist 
line is not objectionable in thin. materials, 
and saves danger of the back stretching. If 
the bias line is decided on, a straight strip of 
the material should be inserted in the hem, 
This aids greatly in keeping it the original 
length. 

Get sOme pretty design to stamp on the 
front of the blouse, and use the same idea for 
one or three straight bands aréund the bottom 
of the skirt. These designs may be embroi- 
dered im the colored silks, which are so 
fashionable now, or beads van be sewed on. 
hither way will make the frock quife up to 
date. There should be no collar to a dress of 
this kind, and a pretty finish can be given 
by cutting the neck of the blouse one inch and 
a half below the meck line—following the line 
of the neck—then set in some allover lace. 
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|| A simple bead design of French knotwinthe | 
fioss will finish the blouse at this joining.

Many women find trouble in putting skirts 
into a band, and yet it is an easy thing to do 
right the firet time. The band is cut the 
length of the waist, with the added length of 
the width of the extension end of the placket 
and a half inch at-each end for turning in be- 
sides. A skirt that opens in the back has the 
extension edge of the-placket on the left eide, 
s0 the belt is turned in one-half inch at the 
left end—holding the right side next to. you— 
then. the placket width is measured off on the 
belt and a pin put in. 

From this pin measure on the belt half of 
the waist measure and puta pinthere. From 
this middle pin measure the balance of the 
waist length on the belt, which should leave 
just one-half inch margin to turn in there. 
Pir? the middle of the skirt to the middle of the 
band, and then pin it in place at each end, 
and pin to tne extension placket also. In do- 
ing this worx, hold the skirt next to you. 

Pin the skirt to the band at intervals be- 
tween these end pins, allowing any slight 
fullness in the skirt to come over the hips. 
Baste.and try on, and you should find it all 
right. The band is stitched in a seam on 
the wrong side, and the opposite edge is 
turned down over the seam and hemmed in 
position. Hooks and eyes must be put.on s0 
that the skirt meets exactly. 


Spring Fancies. 

Sailor collars-and Mary Garden bows are 
popular among the young girls this spring. 
On a simple Mngerie waist fhe sailor collar 
is of allover embroidery or may be made of 
pink or blue lawn.

Flanwids: 

To a two ‘gallon pail of old water take 
one-third bar of: any good soap, excepting 
naphtha, dissolved, and one heaping table- 
spoonful of borax, also dissolved. ‘Stir cold 
water, dissolved soap, and borax wel! to- 
gether, and put in flannels. Let stand twoor 
three days and then rub soiled parts lightly 
with the hands, rinse twice in cold water, 
wring dry, shake.and dry quickly, without 
freezing. Flannels washed in this way do 
not shrink, remain soft, and wear longer. 


‘ For a family of six it takes about three pails 


of water. Blankets washed in this way 
never mat, but remain fluffy and soft until 
worn out. Hang blankets outside to dry 
when there is a little wind and it does not 
hurt them to remain in the suds a day or two 
longer waiting for a good drying day. Cro- 
cheted or knit. shawls, jackets, or caps 
washed this way and dried on a sheet, not

Two quarts of ptire cream, fourteen ounces 
of white sugar; mix well. Mash one pint of 
fresh ripe strawberries, sprinkle them with 
half a pound of fine sugar; let it stand about 
an hour, strain through a fine sieve or a 
cloth; if the sugar is not dissolved stir it well. 
Add a little water. Stir this juice into, the 
cream and freeze. Do not get the idea that 
the ordinary housekeeper cannot make these 
delightful desserts, such as ice cream and 
water ices. They are easy and when home 
made are much superior to those purchased 
at the confectioner’s. Use ofly the best ma- 
tefials—pure cream, ripe natural fruits or 
good extracts of the same, and ‘sugar the 
purest. These makea perfect ice cream. To 
freeze the cream pound up icé two parts, mix 
with one part coarse salt. Have your iceand 
salt as high around the outside of freezing 
can as the cream reaches on the inside. 
Begin to stir the cream at once. Stir rapidly 
and constantly. This is essential to meke 
smooth cream. If the cream is alowed to 
freeze to the sides of the can without being 
quickly removed there will surely be lumps of 
ice through it.

Asparagus. 


Canapes of Asparagus. 

Take slices of bread about two inches 
thick, and stamp them out into neat rounds 
with a biscuit cutter. With @ smaller cutter 
mark a circle in the center of each round 
and scoop out the crumbs to the depth of an 
inch, taking care to leave the sides and bot- 
tom quite firm. Arrange these in a shallow 
dish and pour over them a half pint of milk, 
to which a beaten egg has been added, Then 
take up carefully and slip into a kéttle of 
boiling fat.. They will brown almost im- 
mediately and must be removed when a 
pale golden brown. Drain on soft paper. 
Cut the tender. part of asparagus into pieces 
of an equal size, rejecting that which is 
woody. Wash and simmer in salted water 
until tender. Drain. Put a heaping table- 
spoonful of butter into a sauce pan with a 
tablespoonful of flour; then add a quarter 
of a pint of water in which the asparagus 
let it come to a boil; add the 
asparagus, the juicé of a lemon, and a tea- 
spoonful of fine chopped parsley. Fill the 
canapes with this; arrange on a platter and 
garnish with cress or parsley. and sliced 
lemon.

Put two dozen asparagus stalks fn boiling 
salted water (just enough to cover), with a 
small onion, a few sprigs of parsley, and a 
stalk of celery. Cover closely and , cook 
twenty minutes or a half hour, until tender. 
Take out the asparagus with a skimmer and 
strain the water from the other vegetables. 
Press the asparagus through a pureestrainer 
and return to the water in which it was 
cooked. “Make a white sauce by cooking to- 
gether one heaping tablespoonful of butter 
and a level tablespoonful of flour. Stir until 
smooth, add the asparagusand water. Allow 
it to boil a few minutes, then add a half pint 
of sweet cream or rich milk, and season deli- 
cately with salt, white pepper, and a grating 
of nutmeg. or tablespoonful of lemon juice, 
as preferred. Dd not allow it to cook after 
adding the cream, but while scalding hot, 
pour gradually over the wel] beaten yolks of 
two eggs. Serve with croutons or crackers.

When the hostess and her guests have fin- 
ished tea and chatted a bit she takes them 
up to their rooms herself and, before leaving 


them, tells them what time she dines. Vis- 


itore should appear in the drawing room, 
where the hostess is already awaiting them, 
five minutes before the hour named. 

The successful hostess adds a little com- 
mon sense to the wéll known theory that the 
best way to entertain guests is to leave them 
to their own devices. She either makes a 
point of providing a reasonable amount of 
entertainment, or else sees that her guests 
are provided with the means of entertaining 
themselves. In the latter case she takes care 
that they should be left in peace to do as 
they choose. For instance, if a visitor curl 
herself up in a hammock with.a book, she 
dcesn’t come and sit down a yard away with 
@ scrap of irritating fancy work, thus oom-’ 
pelling her guest to rouse herself to polite 
conversation. On the other hand, If a guest 
appears to be a “loose end” she should be 
on haad to propose a walk, or a row, or even 
just a cozy chat by the fire. 

If guests pley bridge and it is a party of 
four it will not be neceseary to invite any 
other friends for the first night, but on Sat- 
urday a hostess should have a dinner for 
them of from four to eight additiona! guests, 
ard on Sunday it ts well to ask two or three 
friends who are musical for dinner and make 
it an informal gathering. 

As for the daytime, a hostess can usually 
provide her guests with a game of golf or 


‘tennis, a motor drive, or.a ride, and she 


should always give them an opportunity to 
gv to chyrch on Sunday, even if they do not 
care to avail themselves of it. 

A model hostess makes her visitors fee! 
perfectly at home. She studies the comfort 
of her gueste rather than the artistic effect 
of her bedfooms, although she aims to com- 
bine both. She places her mirrors in a good 
light, efther right in front of one of the win- 
dows, or, where there is but one window, 
“ catercornered ™ beside it, so that the mirror 
really refiecte detail, not just a blurred sil- 
houette.

One of them the other day went on retord as rolling 
with only slight intermissions for five hours. And 
the avoirdupois which acts as a handicap in this ace 
complishment does not bring the compensation one 
might expect it to offer as a protection and a pillow.

Face Skinned for New Complexion. : 


Another source of great discomfort that women 
suffer is in the quest for a fresher, clearer complex- 
ion. Not by the legitimate means of walking, eating 
abstemiously, sleeping regularly, but by paying #32 
three times a week for a face bleach. In this process 
the face is completely covered with a soft white fluid 
which h rdens on it like a plaster cast. It is al- 
lowed to remain on for one hour and the white lead 
which it contains is driven deep into the pores with 
electric rays shining through red glass. When the 
cast is taken off, the skin comes with it. Cooling 
soothing creams are applied, the skin Is covered over 

- with soft cloths and not allowed to be touched by the 
outer air for hours after the disturbing treatment. 

Women are said not to be able to sleep on the night 
after they have taken this measure for improving 
their appearance. While they are having their faces 
skinned,’ they frequently take the opportunity to have 
clasps fastened on the finger tips toward the end of 
tapering! them. They wear them at’night and they 
put them on all during such parts of the day as 
they can spare from guests and from occupations re- 
quiring the use of their hands. They have been known 
to endure the pinching, grinding pain of them until 
they have fainted. 

This enumeration does not Include those other more 
legitimate pains endured for the removal of superfiu- 
ous hair, the correction of crooked teeth, the straight- 
ening of ludicrously misshaped noses.

This branch of cosmetics may be said to be thé only 
business that started in the hands of amateurs. As 
an industry it began at about the time of Harriet Hub- 
bard Ayer, thirty-five years agd.

To 
these papers may be attributed thé making of many 
a beauty doctor. One woman known in Chicago as a

' Jook like nature as they are made to 
do now.” said a passerby, pointing out the sight to a 
man who was with her. “It was the way they used 
to put on the old-fashioned paint and powder that 
made your taste shudder.” 

“But it always seems to me that where there is an 
attempt to look different from what you are that there 
can't be sincerity,” said the man. 

Remembering that besides being a gentleman of 
the old school he practiced farming after a fashion 
the woman followed up her argument in a way that 
she thought would best make him understan @: 

“If the soil on your place begins to be exlNausted 
and the fences run down, wouldn't you doctor your 
land and patch up the corners for fear it wouldn't 
look like sincerity?” she said. The man thought that 
he would and thereby learned that patching up her 
beauty corners frankly and industriously is the policy of 
the modern woman. 

Just what it costs her to do it can only be partly 
estimated by the aids that she invokes. Among these 
are cosmetics, electricity, false hair, facial surgery, 
athletic training for reducing fat, and foods for build- 
ing up flesh and beautifying the skin. :

Millions Spent Every Year. 


In the mere telling her about these the preparers, in- 
ventors, and manipulators spend $1,000,000 every year 
for advertising. Add to this the cost of manufacture, 
selling, treatment, and the net profits of all the beauty’ 
specialists who advertise and an estimate begins of the 
number of millions that beauty repairing costs in 
money. As to the ethics of the question the only prin- 
ciple seems to be that it shall be well done. There Is 
no crime in wearing rouge except the putting it on so in- 
antistically eights are found out. “I look a hag until 
I get my ret ing done in the morning,” said Lady 
Frederick of fhe play, and in doing this she subtly in- 
vited her admirers to admire the skill of her makeup. 

If the man who preached sincerity had gone inside 
the beauty shop he might have seen something new 
which would have finished toppling over his ideals of 
the way a woman should bedeck herself. It is a new 
invention, a perfect set of eyelashes which are pasted 
to the edge of the eyelids and which are so long that 
they can be curled up artificially before putting on. 
This is the latest thing that can be bought in beauty 
and the only defect is that they are almost too trans- 
forming. Milady looks like a wax doll in them. 

Already the young girl takes out her tiny box and 
powder puff and powders her nose and touches her eye- 
brow pencil in public places. Nearly every new, fash- 
fonable hotel. is provided with a dressing room con- 
veniently situated on the ground floor where the girl 
with the vanity box can run in, “touch up,” hand a 
little change to the maid, and trip out on the street 
again. These are but frank little invitations that pretty 
girls throw out to beauty to come and be wooed as 
they go their gay way. 

But there is another woman of the crucial age be- 
tween 40 and 50 to whom are addressed the advertise- 
ments. A poster picture has been made of her kneel- 
ing with her hands grasping the edge of her toilet table, 
which is groaning with the lotions and transforming 
beauty creams on it and from the workings of which 
there is trailing away a cloud of incense, When the 
woman gets up from the invocation she makes there she 
has taken up the white woman’s burden. 

So far only an infinitesimal part of what she puts 
into it has been estimated and that in figures of time 
and money. The first table below gives an idea of some 
of the popular beauty “props” which she buys in the 


beauty parlors, and which can be bought in ei!ther first, 
second, or third grade, as the patient has the price, 
while the second has been compiled to show the cost of 
an ordinary day spent in taking tne treatments of a 
beauty shop:

As will be seen, this will amount $40, while 
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the electrolysis to accomplish much good will take sev- 


An elimination of smallpox 
scars has been known to cost $1,000 Surgical opera- 
tions to eliminate sagging cheeks and double chins cost 
from $50 upward.

All of these charges, however, are small in com- 
parison to the time spent. If the woman is willing to 
spend the money necessary for the cures listed she 
could not get them all in in one day because it would 
take thirty hours and a little over to give them] With 
the woman who does her own beautifying at home ac- 
cording to the directions which are everywhere printed 
for her the expenditure of time is even greater. 

It has been estimated that if she selects one promis- 
ing and complete process from the numberless treat- 
ments recommended for keeping her figure, skin, com- 
plexion, hair, hands, neck, teeth, walk, and muscle pre- 
served and as near beautiful as can be stte would 
need a day seventy-two hours and thirty minutes long, 
and this would be without any night time for beauty 


‘sleep. 


If her hair is turning gray she is advised to begin 
the d&y by steeping a little henna or to mix an iron 
and sulphur or nux vomica remedy to take inwardly. 
If it is summer she will spend an hour each day in 
the open air so as to allow her tresses to flaunt them- 


Selves in the air and sunlight. Her hair must be 
“dressed” when all else is done to it, and the only 
time she is frce from the daily routine is the weekly 
visit to the hair dressers for brushing and a profes- 
sional “hair do.” Another day off is the fortnightly 
visit for a shampoo, head massage, electrical treat- 
ment, and again a hair wave and coiffure. 

But every other night besides this she must do some 
amateur, head) massage and rub in a’ hair tonic 
until her scalp slirs Back and forth over the skull. She 
must w rk with every degree of muscular motion from 
deft finger tips to rigid thumbs.

Chicago Afraid of Lake. 

“Chicago is afraid of Lake Michigan, its 
best friend, and that’s all there is to it,’ said 
Mr. Thompson. “ It seems a shame, doesn't 
it, that a big, full-grown metropolis like this 
stands in awe of the lake at its doorstep. 
There are thousands of emall towns along 
the shores of the great lakes that won't take 


‘a bluff like that. In these villages the nautt-, 


cal spirit runs in men, women, and boys. 
No doubt this may partly be attributed to 
the fact that shipping is the town’s main in- 
éustry, or else summer visitors flock there to 
partake of aquatic recreations. As Chicago's 
shipping has declined, go it seems has Its in- 
terest in water sports. You notice the prints 
of early Chicago, and although the buildings 
may look ¥idiculously: small, there are always 
plenty of big sails to the foreground. Now, 
you'd almost think thet this was a land- 
locked inland city. 

“ Of couree, the bathing beaches are pretty 
well patronized, but mobody can deny that 
thousands and thousands more could be avc- 
commodated with swimming facilities on the 
front edge of Chicago. But it is boating that 
is neglected in particular, and when you think 
of it; the situation is simply astonishing.

- Number of Fatalities Small. 
“ fhe number of yachtsmen who have been 
drowned off Chicago in the last few years 
has been insignificant, both In proportion to 
the number sailing and the tote! of tragedies 
at other points. Yet when guch an accident 
does occur it is not forgotten for weeks. 
Automobile and street car accidents are over- 
looked except by the immediate relatives of 
the victims Such occurrences do not even 
seern to make people careful when crossing 
the streets. F 
“ We yachtsmen know well the terror which 
the ke conveys to numerous Chicagoans. 
The yacht owner is a generous soul. Hels 
always on the lookout for passengers with 
whom to share the joys, coolness, and ex- 
hilarations of his craft. He is in the main 
an old hand at navigation, and he knows that 
ola Lake Michigan hereabouts is the safest 
big sheet of water to be found. Yeton a day 
of perfect calm, with the water 4s ‘blue as 
the sky and with the shore hot and oppres- 
sive, he finds that his invitations to sail are 
not welcome and are firmly de¢lined. 
“From Chicago to Manitou, 225 miles, and 
from here to the other side, 40 miles approxi- 
metely, there lies an immense expanse of 
“fresh water, from 20 to 1,000 feet deep, with- 
out an island, without a reef, or without a 
rock.

Remedy for the Neglect. 

_ At this point in the intervitw Mr, Thomp- 
ion arrived at his remedy for Chicago's neg- 
lect of its ‘‘ seaboard.” 

' #1 and others have décided to petition the 
@hicago Association of Commerce for some 
‘promotion work’ for Lake Michigan,” he 
¢ontinued. ‘‘ We believe that the lake could 
be converted into as active a mecca for 
yisitors as expensive military tournaments 
and aviation meets. Why should not the res!- 
dents of such inland cities as St. Louis and 
Omaha and the innumerable smaller places be 
éncouraged to select cool, lake blown Chicago 
for their summer omtings? And if they were 
made aware that this was the greatest center 
for boating, sailing, and swimming, would 
they not come in flocks, to the enhancement 
of business? And when Chicago peopie saw 
strangers pouring in to enjoy Lake Michigan 
then they would begin to appreciate their 
own advantages. Hundreds of excursion 
steamers would gail out from Chicago every 
Saturday afternoon, bathing beaches Would 
be extended for miles, and yacht clubs would 
spring up all along the shore. The annual 
Chicago ‘regatta’ would no doubt then bt- 
come an event of national importance.”

Sailing Sport for All. 


Dr. Bayard Holmes is president of the 


Jackson Park Yacht club, which has the 
largest flotilla in the city. The total of club 


- 
’ 
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yachts whioh swing in the Jackson park 
harbor ig 1%, in addition to about seventy- 
five sailing vessels and launches owned by 
nonmembers. Dr. Holmes seconded Mr. 
Thompson in his forecast of Chicago's dea- 
tiny in the yachting world. He was em- 
phatie in his statements that sailing is a de- 
light open to the man of modest means. 

“We have one young man {mp our club, 
earning $80 a moath, who is the owner of a 
$3,000 yacht,” he said. “That was its cost 
originally. The young man got it at a bar- 
gaim and since ha® foundit no burden on his 
finances. Of course, he cannot indulge in 
certain other expensive pastimes of the aver- 
age youth, but he gets his return in the 
amount of healthful sport and excitement 
that sailing affords. A splendid craft can 
be obtained for $3500, and when five men club 
in the ownership, the expense is not heavy 
to any one of them. I would not clase yacht- 
ing in the list with-automobiling from the 
standpoint of expense. And there are plenty 
who find that cleaving the waves andtaming 
the winds is more fun than road burning, 
anywey. 

“A man must go through a pretty good 
schooling beforé he can qualify as an expert 
yachtemen. That is why ‘junior member- 
ship#* are allowed many young fellows, who 
learn the art of salling by assisting on the 
boats of owners. In acouple of years or so 
they are proprietors themselves. It Is too 
bad that Lake Michigan has gotten into bad 
repute with the majority of Chicagoans. 
They certainly need to be educated up to it. 
I think that hundreds of those who watch the 
boats gail gracefully out of Jackson park 
harbor on Sunday feel the yearning, but they 
do rot know how to go about it.”’

club and the Columbia Yacht club in Grant 
Park, as well as for the Jackson Park club, 
Members of the Lincoln Park Boat club, 
now mainly canoeists and launch operators} 
are looking hopefully toward the time when 
the new Lincoln park harbor will be com- 
pleted and sailing will be properly estab- 
lished on the north side.

When the would-be vacationist thinks of 
his regulation two weeks, the first thought is 
along the line of aquatic sports--at least in 
the majority of cases.

ticularly strong they simply stow away soTm 
food and drink and away for a cruise up the 
lake—stopping wherever and whenever they 
like. No expensive clothes, no expensive 
hotels, no railroad fare. “ Soft,” say you, 
‘but first catch your Nare—or boat.”” Sure 
enough. 

Arg you a landlubber who never sailed be- 
fore? Then identify yourself with some yacht 
club at a cost of, say, $2 a year, and you are 
eligible. if you so desiré, to a season's sailing 
interest in some large yacht for $25; not for 
ten days or two weeks but for the whole 
summer. One season with an experienced 
skipper and ecrew does wonders, and by ane 
other year you probably will want a perma-~- 
nent interest in some boat—or perhaps get a 
friend to jain you and buy or build a boat of 
your own. * 

There are bargain sales in boats as well ae 
all other merchandise, and it is possible toe 
get, second hand, a small cabim yacht, non- 
capsizable, as low as $150. Like everything 
else, there is no limit (except one’s bank ace 
count) to the amount of money one can 
spend; but just now we are considering a 
summer's recreation at small cost.

Smali Boat Not Unsafe. 

Don’t get the idea that a small boat ig 
not as safe as a large one, for, all else being 
equal save size, it is as safe, and in the 
writer’s opinion safer. Not so comfortae- 
ble, perhaps, nor so dry, but certainly ae 
safe. 

I remember a certain stormy day in 1vu0o6 
when a terrific “ nor’easter"” was making 
mountains and valleys of Lake Michigan, and 
the Manitou and several other large steam- 
ers lay inside the harbor waiting. for the 
storm to abate before venturing out—the 
writer was one of a crew of two (one of which 
was skipper) who sailed out beyond the light- 
house and around the four mile and Carter 
Harrison cribs, in a little fin- keel sloop 
twenty-six feet over all. Foolhardy? No~ 
great sport and perfectly safe. 

To my mind one of. the greatest advane 
tages of this sport is that a clear head and 
a Steady hand are needed, and the fact that 
you make possible your own pleasure instead 
of having it made for you appeals tothe real 
sporteman. 

Deep down in every man’s soul is an in- 
stinctive love of battle. anc here is a game 
where your adversary is an unknown quane- 
tity—of an unknown strength. Every time 
you come in from a sail you have attained 
supremacy. for the time being; you have 
harnessed the winds and compelied them te 
do your bidding; you have entered into com- 
bat with an element beyond comparison 
stronger than you and your boat combined, 
and have come away victor—or you have 
seemed to let it have its way, and beaten 
it at ite own game.

Little 4 oe go Adds Zest. 

Danger? Yes—but only enough to make 
for carefulness and give a zest that makes 
the blood tingle and the pulses leap. Ac- 
cording to actua] statistics, there have been 
fewer fatalities in yachting than there have 
been in golf, and the occasional tragedy that 
because of its rarity is made much of, ig ine 
variably caused by carelessness, ignorance, 
or over-confidence. 

We do not have to reckon with the vagaries 
of an inland lake where high surrounding 
hills cause the wind to biow from all points 
of the compass ai once; here the wind comeg 
from but one quarter at a time—pe it gale 
or zephyr, you know from which Cirection 
to expect it, and it is not going to act hike 
a boomerang, either. lurthermore, we never 
get a squall without due warning, and the 
experienced sailor who has a wholesome re- 
epect for the water, as weil as the land, ig 
always on the alert. 

Sailing is not a sport for sieepers, but 
Lake Michigan is not a treacherous lake, and 
at least the same amount of knowledge, care, 
and watchfulness should be necessary when 
handling a boat on the water as when driv- 
ing a spirited horse or a motor car in @ 
crowded street. 

For those who do not care for sailing there 
are the power boats, and any one who has 
seen the big “ gasoliners” lying alongside 
the clubhouse landing waiting for a crowd 
will bear witness to the hospitality of the 
owners. No one can be more hospitable than 
these men, and the writer knows of sev- 
eral instances where new and larger ooats 
were built to replace smalier ones, for no 
other reason than that “it was not large 
enough to take all their friends, and thelr 
friends’ friends.” 

The power boat Aris, belonging to Com- 
modore H. D. Moreland of the Columbia 
Yacht club. ts a floating summer home for 
himself and family, and a #epeedy racer as 
well. With an over-all length of fifty-two 
feet, equipped with two twenty horsepower 
engines {twin screws), and carrying 365 gal- 
lons of gasdiine, this boat cruises on the 
lake almost all summer long and it is only one 
of hundreds.

ful not to overlook. With the former one it

In Cato’s case his chance came when th 
alternative of fighting the schemes of 
Charies T. Yerkes to grab the streets of Chi- 
cago or sitting back and allowing the street 
car promoter to work out his plans unop- 
posed was put up to him. Yerkes did not 
ask for any active assistance from the mayor 
—all he asked was to be let alone. He could 
handle the council himself. But Cato did 
not let him alone. He organized the coun- 
cll against him, and for this he received - 
end deserved public gratitude, which gave 
him three more successive terms and had. 
its influence Im the last election. Had 
he let Yerkes alone he would have served 
out his one term and that probably wouid 
have been the last of his office hoMing. 

The average citizen looking at the mattcr 
from the viewpoint of today will probably 
say there was nothing else for him to do, and 
wonder how anyone could imagine a major - 
could possibly do anything else. But tne 
ideas of 1911 were not the ideas of 1887, and | 
mayors and other municipal officers did:

Luck Plays to His Hand. | 

In Carter’s case the luck was pure and: 
simple, but it helped him wonderfully, po- 
litically, nevertheless. In those days the 
Main income of the city came from direct 
taxation. Saloon licenses, now such an im- 
portant item, did not amount to much. ihe 
license fee was only $52 a year as against 
$1,000 now, and there were not nearly 80 
many saloons. Other means of revenue, now 
giving considerable returns, were unknown. 
There was no such thing as compensation for 
special privileges, either’ from corporations 
or individuals, and when the direct taxes 
were withheld the city was bankrupt. 

Back in 1897 there had been a dispute about 
the assessment and a number of large prop- 
.~ne 
dispute was taken into the courts, but pend- 
ing a final decision the municipality wae in 
@ bad way financially. It could not pay its 
bills, city employés received scrip instead 
of cash on pay days—scrip which the scaip- 
ers cashed at a heavy discount—and con: 
ditions were altogether unsatisfactory at the 
city hall. 

But curing Carter’s first term the Su- 
preme court decided the tax cases in favor 
of the city, several huncrgds of thousands of 
dollars which had been“heic up were re- 
leased and Chicago once more had some reai 
money. Then came Carter’s chance and he 
rose to it. The first pay day when ready 
cash was distributed at the city hall he 
saw to it that the treasurc:’s,office was well 
supplied with gold. The United Staies gov- 
ernment had only resumed specie payment 
three years before, and although some sil- 
ver was in circulation, the yellow coins were 
etill a novelty. Every city employé was 
not only paid in cash, but in goid.. It wae

Carter Claims the Honor, 

Carter took instant advantage of the situa- 
tion. He claimed personal credit for the 
improvement in the city’s finances and the 
big bulk of the population was- willing to 
give it tohim. He prociaimed himself ** the 
best mayor Chicago ever had,"’ and few peo- 
ple disputed the title. For three successive 
élections it was his battle cry, and for three 
successive elections it proved efficacious. 

As a matter of fact the title was not so 
misleading as it might seem to be. For 
while Carter was not a great mayor he was 
practically the first one who made any zgeri- 
ous effort to improve civic conditions. With 
the exception of Joseph Medill all of his 
predecessors had been contented to fill the 
office in a dignified way and let subordinates 
run the city. Mayor Medill had ideas, but he 
took office just after the fire and all his 
efforts were naturally centred on meetiig 
the emergencits thus presented. He had no 
opportunity to build for the future. The 
present demanded all his attention. 

Other mayors had been of the eminent 
citizen type who were chosen because of their 
prominence in business and perfect respect- 
ability, and neither before or after election 
had they made any study of municipal condi- 
tions. Chicago grew wild, like a healthy 
child, which is -bound to grow whether it re- 
ceives any special attention or no here 
were no special problems demanding con- 
sideration, and-the successive mayors looked 
on in a satisfied way and never dreamed any- 
thing more than honesty and respectability 
Was needed in them. 

Carter, however, had imagination, He had 
the real estate man’s belief in the future of 
the city and could see thing fo which his 
predecessors had been blind, His nature, 
also, demanded that he be doing something 
He did it. Many of his plans. viewed in the 
fuller knowledge which experience has 
brought, were shortsighted and many of them 
merely makeshifts, but still they were in the 
line of doing something.

Remedy for Time Only, 


For instance. Carter early perceived the 
evils which. as the city grew more congested, 
were bound to arise from the many grade 
crossings and he urged the viaduct system 
as 4 means of relieving them. He lived to 
see the total inadequacy as well as the cost- 
liness of viaducts, and during the last term 
turned to track elevation—Carter was not 
a man who could not recognize his mistakes— 
but during his terms most of the viaducts 
were built.

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Politics Cause of Opposition. 


One thing which helped out the city’s 
firances greatly, however, Carter fought for 
political reasons. That was the raising. of 
the saloon licenses to $500 a year. ‘This was 
done by the legislature—the city council with 
ita preponderance of saloonkeepers among 
its membership would never have dreamed of 
such a thing—and ot only did he oppose the 
bil] while it was pending at Springfield but 
caused his corporation counsel to attack the 
measure in the courts after it had become 
a law. The courts upheld it, however, and 
frcm then until the city expenditures were 
inéreased without a corresponding gain in 
revenue by the annexation of all the annex- 
able adjoining territory, under the Cregier 
administration, Chicago always had plenty 
of money. It even built its sewers out of 
the general fund instead of by special as- 
sessment as it is forced to do at present. 
The city limits then were Western avenue, 
Thirty-ninth street, and -Fullerton avenue, 
and the territory. inside was self-supporting. 


When_Lake View, Lake, Hyde Park, and c | 


pert of Cicero, all sparsely settled in those 
days, were acded, howevtr, money troubles 
began. The new territory did not pay for 
itself, it was practically barren of the city 
improvements which the older city had to,

Question a Vital One. : 

It is when one has to plan to buy all the 
wearing apparel for a family of three chil- 
* @ren and for herself and her husband, to buy 
ghoes, stockings, underwear, hats, coats, rib- 
Doms, dresses, aprons, and gloves, and not to 
exceed the sum of $76 for the whole year, that 
Ghese questions become vital ones, that 
@ailure to solve them satisfactorily spolls 
tragedy to the family. It is under these con- 
Gitions that the question, ‘‘ What was the 
matter with Mary's last dress?’ becomes a 
real social problem for that family group. 

If Mary’s last dress should shrink in the 
waesh it might mean that Mary would be 
obliged to wear her worn shoes too long, 
thereby endangering her health It might 
sean curtailing the family foog for some 
time. It might mean any of those pitiful 
economies s0 well known to those who strus- 
gle with the so-called standard of living, that 
line which the worker dares not cross theo- 
retically, according to economists, without 
grievous harm, but which is so often crossed 
in real lifg 

This is properly the woman’s problem, far 
more difficult to solve than the mans. His 
is difficult enough, to find a job and kcep it, 
to know that a certain amount of labor will 

ng a certain financial reward. The prob- 

m of his wife, to take that financial reward 
and turn it into tangible and usefu! things, is 
far more difficult and takes a higher grade 
of intelligence. For she who would solve it 
must know many things and know them well. 

To help her solve it one room of the ex- 
hibit ie given over to the clothing problem. 
There are shown complete outfits for chil- 
dren of various ages. Complete? No, not 
exactly complete, but practical and sugges-

Clothing Facts for Family. 

Then there are figures and facts in large 
letters. Under clothing facts is this infor- 
mation that e family of five people—father, 
mother, and three children-—-with an income 
of $000 a year, can only spend $60 for the 
children’s clothing, which sum, it is shown, 
is not enough either for warmth or comfort. 
Yet, as it states, $600, not $900, is theaverage 
income of men with families in industrial 
cities, and this allows only §75 for clothing 
the whole family. 3 

If one of these children should be a high 
school girl, how can they make ends meet 
when, acoording to this schedule, such a gir! 
needs at hast $31 27 fora home made outfit, 
or $35.04 if the outfit is ready made? 

As for a wage earning girl, the schedule 
shows that she needs to epend at least from 
$60 to $75 for her clothing for decemcy end 
cleanlinese for her work, or one-fifth of ber 
whole year’s earning, and this leaves too 
littie for food ané home. 

To go back to the growing family, hen. 
ever, there is this pregnant statement under 
the beading “ Clothing Conclusions ”: 

“This exhibit shows that proper clothing 
ie now beyond the reach of the average man 
with e family or the average working girl. 

“It suggests that the value of materia), 
the meking of clothing, and sens!ble appor- 
tlonment of income be taught in the ele- 
mentary and high schools. 

“A well taught woman can meke clothing 
money go twice es far es cam an ignorant 
housekeeper. 

“Textures must be made reliable by ae 
truthful textile law.” 

“ Agitate for a ‘pure goods’ law.” 


Exhibit on Suggestive Lines. 

The whole of the exhibit is mostly sug- 
gestive. It shows what can be done and 
what should be done. It tells you how to 
test samples, From now on there wil] bea 
new use for that, bene of a salesman’s life, 
the sample, for here are tests for shrinking, 
for fading, for finding out whether it will 
wear or not. 

There are samples showing goods before 
and after washing, for many a-housewife has 
learned to her sorrow that much comes out in 
the wash nowadays. The manufacturers 
have a cheerful habit of dressing up their 
new goods with paste and starch. When the 
new drees gets dirty, alas! That is almost the 
end of its usefulness, at least the end of its 
beauty. 

When'it comes to “all wool,” the secrets 
of the chemist are used and the skillful buyer 
can subject her sample to the real test. She 
need not take any salesman’s word, for she 
can find out exactly whether or not it is half 
or wholly cotton, for much of our clothing 
material, thanks to the high tariff, is now 
guiltless of wool. 

It must be apparent to observing thinkers 
that thig great free country of ours is fast be- 
coming a “ shoddy “ one. Our goods are 


shoddy, made not to wear but to wear out as 
quickly as possible in order to stimulate trade. 
The goods of today, like our flat buildings, 
are front faced only. We live in stone front 
buildings with the stone facing carried a few 
inches around the corners, with unsightly 
sides and rears; we wear shoddy clothing and 
we eat adulterated food. Everything is 
adulterated, even our thought. 
—~oe- 


Spending Needs More Thought. 

Too long have we concerned ourselves with 
the earning of money and not enough of its 
spending. It matters little how much one 
earns if he or she hag not the necessary skill 
in spending it. There have been and are stil! 
many families who cannot make ends meet 
on $25,000 a year and more. Such families, 
however, are not concerned in “ what was 
the matter with Mary’s last dress?’ If their 
Mary’s dress should shrink, !t can be easily 
given away in the holy name of charity. 
Nor is Mary expected to wear a dress out. 
“Goodness, no!’"’ Mary must only wear her 
dress a few times lest people get to recogniz- 
ing Mary by her dress. 

The time will come soon, I hope, when 
one’s spending capacity will be more of a 
criterion of character than one’s earning 
capacity, because it is more vital, requires 
more sound judgment, more taste, and a 
better sense of the proportionate values of 
things.

**Pure Goods** Law Needed. 

Given the ability to earn a living and the 
ability to exchange the money so earned 
to the best advantage, race betterment will 
be @ natural evolution of natural forces. 
Just now we need badly a “ pure goods” 
law, but in time to come it may well be 
superfiuous, just as superfluous as a law 
would now be against people falling out of 
windows. People know better now than to 
fall out of open windows, and every mother 
takes care to teach her child not to go too 
near them. When we know how to buy, 
then we know of the detestable tricks that 
are practiced in the manufacture of wearing 
materials, we will refuse to buy shoddy, 
foolish goods and the manufacturers will 
cease to make them. 

It is ignorance on the part of buyers and 
the desire to get rich quickly on the part 
of makers that hes brought about that stafe 
of affairs, in which “ proper clothing” is 
now beyond the reach of the average man 
with a family or the average working girl. 

The question about Mary’s dress is an en- 
tering wedge. It throws the responsibility 
of race betterment, or at least a part of it, 
upon the individual. It is a family prob- 
lem, that the schools will teach each and 
all to solve as @ matter of education. After 
‘all race betterment is not entirely a matter 
of government, or legislation, or of violent 
reform, but a matter of education. The 
question of Mary’s dress and kindred ques- 
tions are, however, merely materia! ques- 
tions, but once having turned attention to 
them with the view of bettering materia) 
conditions, other far reaching social, ethica! 
and economic questions will follow as a mat- 
ter of course.

Suggestion That Streets Wext to Rail- 
roads in New Subdivisions Be Re. 
served for Use of Factories. 


Manufacturing sites with yoos switching 
facilities are becoming scarce in Chicago. 
‘Manufacturers seeking new locations and 
real estate mén negotiating for such prop- 
erty are beginning to realize this fact more 
and more. It isa condition in the manufac- 
turing field corresponding to that of State 
street business property. 

Use of the first street along the railroad 
tracks for.strictly factory and switching 
purposes in different subdivisions that de- 
pend on manufacturing enterprises to a large 
degree fg one solution that has been offered 
by @ real estate expert who has made a care- 
ful study of the situation. 

Before the days when elevation of the raii- 
road tracks became necessary it was posadble 
to lay surface tracks across a street to the 
different manufactories near the line. Under 
the present requirements, however, in many 
cases the construction of an elevated switch- 
ing track is suchan expensive proceeding as 
not td be warranted by the revenue to be. 
dertved from the industry with which it 
connects. 

Condemnation of a street ‘for switching 
purposes in settled districts is aAiMcuit ana 
long dra Wn out matter, but in the ying out 
of new manufacturing subdivisions the idea 
of reserving the first street for factory ana 
switching purposes is generally being carried 
out to obviate future troubles of this kind.
